Having tuccompliahed thia fjca'vicej. Coloskei Munio^ in nhe- 
dience to hi» ioati'ufition»d up tJie flomEnmid to Lleu- 
tenAtit-Colonoi Nepali, ivith diriMtiuns to move the brigade 
to the )>oi[it ^'hcLC Brigadicr-GcitcrEd Fritzler was appointed 
to joio. He liELiiseir^ in tlio mean while, took tlie road to 
DarwitrT ivitli the Intention, of loturniLg as soon ns possihle to 
the Pi'Gfiidcocyi for of military cmploj^ttHsUt lie now de- 
apaiited; omd the duties of CounmissioinT were not of nnature 
to detain him longer than need Iw from iiis family.

The tieada of 
viUagea^ a roiicli more poweiTul body thoji the eontcoordalj ore 
1lkoisH*o very gopors-lly dentroos of being relieved irojin. tlia llaEiF 
jjittfi dominion- If tbe PoisJiw-aii do not anbrnit ntiKniditiofiaUy, 
or tf tJic grenter jart of the ifadroa troops can be Hxm hrooght 
against hirrij tJie conqueBt of bJa ten'itory ’will bt elfected ^litiirint 
mncl] diificalty. .Unt in the event of his not aubmittJng, und of 
its not heiiig pn'octjoiililia Ed employ apocdily such a faL'» ogunit 
Tiinij the oonqueet ol' his southern provincaa woold he much fndh 
liCated by pursuing Uie t^ouroe adopted by Hydar Ally in this 
very enuTitryj, of gojrjoonitig' ull tlie forti und ivalled vilUigcs ivgtii 
pei^na fmiu hlyaore and the O?dod DiatTlots. By tiria means tlie 
regular fnroe la Ice^jt entire for ^cl-d-acrviorj nnd the civil ae well 
ae tlie mllLtai'y piqjindvion of the country ia ohieirieil. Au army 
of horse, w'hleh is occluded from the prindpd towns and vlUo^ea^ 
cniinot rernpiu long together J it con rcocive no r^ular anp|ilJes ■; 
its chiefe having no place of security, esn hnye no trsnanrej ei- 
eept in their camp, which is soon exhati stod; the troops arc not 
paid, become djaphlted, and ^'aduiiliy dispcrac] tor even the 
moat irregular and predatory Lroeps CMinot ho kopt long togeilscc 
in the Beld^ ualooa eJmy have a bame to which cliey can retire in 
security with thedr pltcnder.^'' 

The preceding letter is iti every respect worthy of tiiO high 
talents and fervent acal of its writer ? but the ■ aild which 
he sought tn attain, was, by the unstdicited favour of Lord 
^natings. Already uecompliahcd. So early a& the SOth uf 
October, A Brigiidier''s ooctimia.vnn had I'leen made out fur 
Colonel Mu urn, and forwai'ded to tlie CominAndcr-iiuchiof of 
the army^of the Deccuuj with inetruetioua to trauamit it w]ieo- 
evei' the httiu^ moment ahaiild appear tlic iattor to have 
arrived. Tliero could be nn douht oa to the sen timen ta tJtlier 
of Sir Tlioiinas Hifclop or of any otller officer attached to 
ilia army on sucli Ml occSslonL All eRmestly defined to see 
Celuuel Munro asaocisted with tliemaelvea in the impoi'tant 
Operation a before them ^ and the cominisiion waa in conaiN 
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wJtli whidi G^tibteJ PiiCic^Giir might aEsist in fallowing 
Pciahivah to Aliy point on ivlncli be retire, whilst tha 

ratmiinder, with u tew hcti¥y giltis, should be sent hack to 
him, fcif the purpose of being employed in the siege of the 
fortH with whinh the sonthern Maliratta country wsa SEndded. 
Jn the mean wJiile, howovet, he detertrLined not fa trust to 
contiogooiiiesj upon the certain txiCUrrenoc nf which it was 
imposaiblo to Ciaunt, but witii hia fve companies of aep^iya to 
cruEi tiieToojnhnddrflH and open the campaign in the enemy’s 
country. This wfiS at once i generous and n bold plan — 
generous as ilir aa tho feelings of others were affected, and 
bold as it referred to ills own sEtuation. Yet the re(i$cnjiig 
upon winch if rested waa as sound in themy^ os the prutnptl. 
tude witii wiiich he eari'ied it into ei^ecntion waa laudable. 

Genera] Mutiro It new perfectly weEJ^ ttiat n (hive eo in¬ 
adequate as his could oflTeif no resiatance wjjatevei' to a 
numerous array prepared fa pctsa die frontier of the Madras 
territory at a Tfiffiaty of pointa. The dlTiaion which advanced 
directly against himself, ha might psrhapa repulse ; but in 
the mean while other corpn would mate good tJieir entrance, 
and the Com ponypcsBessions' must suffer ill suit, whEctl it 
would he imopoisible for him citber to ward off' or avenge- 
On the Otlier hand^ he justly csJculntcd, that were lie to 
Carry the war into tlie euemy^a country, they would naturally 
think ffrat of reflisting the aggression ; and lionce, fshould no 
other benefit arise out of the movement. It would, at all 
evetiCS aewe tiio puqioEC of scouring the Uiitish snbjecta 
Agaiirst tlie evils of a conCiest at their own doors. £ut his 
oalouiadous were toe profound and too justly formed^ not fa 
CTctead bsyond this. He conceived;, that by alarming the 
feudatory dlicfe fur the Safoty of tiieir own pofiseoaions;, liC 
would sliakc their fealty to thdr supciior i whilst a few 
sncccsscs in the outset would in all probehility deprive them 
of the power, if not of tlie mdination, to tlo serious mischief 
during the reinnitidcr of tilt struggle- It was wdl, under 
Euch drcmtuhiiinceB, that the strong fortresa of SooudoOl' 
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On the 5th of Februttry Ocuern'l Muiitd ontw mava took 
the field, »t the hciid of twelve corapjuij&i; of infantry^ fi>yr of 
tliifUi being MyEoieauE^ three tnooi^S of haraes four cympMiDje» 
of pioEieera, four long guns, he mciiiy fiohl-pieoeg, nnd ohe 
howitzer. He directed his ninrch Upon Beudniliilce, A fartreaa 
^tUAted nn the Ma^pnrba, by a route so iucrioAte, that the 
plono^ continually employed in opening e path for 

the column, whilat tsoth were CKposed (o repeated simoyance 
froni the enemy’* eftVnlry, which ill great: bUCdhira hovered 
round them. Ou the i^th lie reached Belloor, the gerriBon, 
consisting nf four hundred horec and three hundred foot, 
eacaping over the hilk as he sppmached, and leaving him 
to take unuaolflssted poftsesMoii of a place not devoid &f im¬ 
portance^ Hero lie hskltcd till the l2tli, prepairiug hi* feeble 
mean*, as he best could, for Che ifjcge; and then puEbod for¬ 
ward in higl] BplriCS and c^tccUcut order toWiOrdB Hodsumee. 

After carrying by nsEault a fortided pagnds, wliich com- 
msnded the line of ItfB march, Ccnei'al Munro anfved in 
presence of the place tn be attacked, and immcdiUtely took 
up the bsat pnEidou which his Ecant^ laumbcrc wonld permit, 
Tllis waB directly in front of the lower range of vrorkB, for 
Ehulaumee conaista of ^ numlwr of entrenched hdglits, 
having a walled town at the fix^t of them; Hnd before any 
attempt could be made upon the former, it waa necEasamy to 
obtain poOSceeinn of th* latter. No time was lost in ihrow'- 
ing up and arming batteties, which played upon the wall 
without intcrmiEsioiij till a breach being chVctnl on the 17tb, 
whicli appeared to be pracricable, prcparatioliB wCre mode lo 
storm. The place WS« carried with little Iorb, notwithaCaud- 
ing a gtdlanC defence offered by the garri^n in the atreiatB, 
and the asBailontE presaed on with lOucll tigour to escalade 
the fort, tiiat its com man dan I hung out n eignal of silt- 
render. The garriaon, marchiug out with theh arms and 
private bp^gage, were permitted to depart with a safe con¬ 
duct i and by ten o’clock at night of the 13th, ^odanmee 
wag in full posECEsion of the Bvitifl]l foTot- 
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With ihe ritigU EKMplifiEi of i>Bini'aVf ti^cre was no 
fortified f<;wn fouth of tlio KJstna to Ijs cocnpared In j>uJiit 
cif importance with SaclauniBG; and even waa so fur 

inferiOf to Uh rivaJ* that jta iworka were both leae regular 
and less e^tt^nidYe- A nooe^ar^ CotlBcq^uenoe^ the ftlJ 
of Buch A plAot produced n etrong Eonsution wliere^er in- 
LelligencG of the event arrived ; and as General Mnpro land 
Leen joined during tLi't siege by the long-expected toinfoace^ 
mcntB, m opinioti, speedily obtained throug^hout the South 
of the Mahratta country^ tllftf (o oticr realEtance to hia arma 
was abso'lntQly ilEclc$Sr BagrCecotah, a fort of same strength 
gpon tlie Gntpuiba^ Searotdy waited to he etunmoued ero It 
opened its gates; whilst Hangul aulimittfld to a single enm- 
pnny of sepoya^ detached under Lieutenant Stott to straiten 
ite garrison. Inn word H til e whole of the tciritory on rlie 
south of the GlLtpurbA Was SUbduetl; and nothing I'emalned 
for him to efieet, elOcpL the cansalidatvaji aird. politic^ 
ATltUlgement of hia conquestsi 

FBTtly wltii a view to effect thi« endt partly (hat he might 
repair^ as far pOEEEbtej the ilijuty done to hla cannon clur.^ 
fng the late siege, G^etal Munm halted at Bagreecotah 
from the SHnd to the Sfith. rjiis not however, at least 
to him^ a period of neat or rekKationr Oii the contraeyj but 
a faint idea ivill he entertained of the extent of business with 
whicli he was opprea^d, if the mere detail of ]]ig own inlHtury 
movements be cxosldered ^ indeed i t may wltU trutdi La as¬ 
serted tliat those,, rapid and Euuactimos hazardous as they 
wore, occupied much less of hie atteution tluLU the many 
other arrangements to whid] he was n party •, far, during the 
entire ooume of hia warlike opej'atians, he waji compelled to 
admiruStCT all tlie civil and revenue detaik of the diifereub 
puDvinces which he ovemirt. He kept up at tJie SatnC time 
a canslauit ix^rL'espoudenoe with Mr. Ihlphinstone^ Siir Thom AS 
Hislo)), Sir Johu Malcolmj and otljers, by wJlom lie was rc- 
gidarly coiuulted aa to the general plan of tho war; and this 
Weis tlte mure emhaL'ressingi because on tlicir parts tJie oorre- 
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W93 ] Cl cipher, ti> whicli, thcugti he repeat^ [y ap- 
pHetl for its lUe Mndrcs Goverfljnent neglected ta a^ipply a 
key. It is ibipOASibk:, in a work Ukt the pieicnt:, tu insert 
a fnv of the many admirable letters written l:y him at 
this period ^ tut I have in traduced into the Appendix more 
than one oSldal ooinmnnicaition, which wiU eei've ae a epeei^ 
men of (heifegt, and suffice to prove the truth of the remai'lc 
just llAsiUiled, as to the ntultiplicity of adiilre whidi he was 
colled upon to troneaet. 

On the Sfith of Fehruaryj Oenei'nl Mueltd again pressed 
forward] directing hia etepo up the right hanL of the GuU 
purba^ with a view^ ftrat, of completing his oonqueEts south 
of that river^ and then carrying his arme into tlie districts on 
ttie loortti. The bnenking dowa O'f some of Itii guns dclaj'ed 
him, So tliot he did not reach Oohauk till the 7cb of Mafcii* 
but here he crossed the Sticnni, and] rt^cro^ng at Gooda^ 
gurry, encamped before Paudshapoor, which immediately 
auhmitted. Ope fortress only, that of Belgom, now lemainod 
in the ocenpation of the Feialiivali'a troops: it was a plEtec of 
greater strength than any which he. had yet attached, and 
was held by a garriaon of not less thijui oUC thousand six 
hundred men; it not thereforo wonderful that, with hia 
aeanty mcEuis, he jhould Euive expedenesd some diouht as to 
the prudence of at6einptcn;.j it, But hia iieaitatiocij if sudi it 
deserve to li« cnlledj everted UO fai l hat influence over Mm 
tiitm to produce ^ appeal for fartliei' rowans; and 

Tvll^n he found that the exigency of the Eerviee would permit 
no Att^tion to bo paid to it, he slirank not fioin the leapon- 
eilUiiy of e«l ploying those alrea<]y within hi* reach. He 
arrived bc^m the pinoe OH bha SQth; and sn dt wera tho skill 
and rncEgy with which the Bi£:gc was pUsJicd, tiiat on the ICltli 
of April n capiLulaJtion was aignod. By this the enemy 
pledged themselves to evacuate the rertreaa by the evening of 
the 14cb at the latest ; and on the l£th, General Munro wa-V 
In possession of one of the moat fnroiiidHblo fbrttlwfttimiS ill 
this quitrter of India, tho enCiinic of wliloLi, covai'ed by a 
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bfOrtd and deep dicdi, imeflaureE about a ijiil* and five fur- 
longs. 

It la Boarody neoessnry to ob^oi've^ that Geaerol hfunro^a 
o^cial diiipatcbi giving an acoouut of this operation, Bpealcs 
warmly in praise of the zeal and intelligenoe of both ctfioers 
and men who served utidier hiio. Perliape ]10 mnu in coni^ 
niEusd aver did greater justice to hja inferiort, or took less 
credit Ed lilrOi^n nu(I hence, whilst we find Licut.-Culuoel 
Newoll, Lieuta. Lewis and EHokenaon^ Walker and Mackay,. 
mentioned in the terms which their gallantry and devotion 
deserved, not one ^yllobl^ of aelf-namineiidaticin is to be dis^ 
covered in the document- Tina, Ijoivever, waa only one not 
of many noble traita in (bc clinmOter of Sir Thomas Mmiro- 
Whether wealth or fame were the priae to he gained, there 
never lived buman being mrorc psj-feccly free from aelfiah- 
neas ^ indeed^ it appeared Oi if, on CtU oco^ons, he wnj; inorc 
envioqa that others should reap tbeir merited rewardsj than 
that e^mraen juatiee aLienild be done (o hta own pre-eminent 
CtGTCionBr* 

Tl]e loss Bustoinod by (lie BritlBll army during this siege 
amDunted to no more than twenty-three men killed and 
wounded^ that of the en^my waa admitted by them^lvea to 
exceed «venty The result of tlie op<?rat3ofi |ilaced at the 
dispuSid of tlie conqueror A Strong Aud com m unding foi treaB, 
tliirty-Bix pieces of ordnance of large CEdibve;, siirty smaller 
gnnB and wall-pieoeB, beaideB complete stores gf every dcacrip- 
tfon- Xu acquisitioLi could have fallen into Dcncinl Hdunro^a 
hand* of which the value wai more likely to he acknowledged ; 
for his Bigh tceu-poaindcra were eo run at the touchbole,. 
through repeated use, that tiirec fingora mighL havo been 
eoMly introduced. 

General Munro rested Ins over-ivrottglit dlvjaio]! at Bcigam

ger ManoTvUft. New than Ctt length the subject of tills 
memoir saw hilfnM:lf at (he head of » eoftiewhat reepectHhlc 
force; and he who had effected ao inech with means nppa- 
rentlj- inadequate to ally thing, was not alow jn entering, 
with his calCirged resources* upon nperarienB of still greater 
Importance. 

The fall of Edgana having completed the conr^ueat of [lie 
Peishwah^ deminiena aOUth of the Kiatna, General Munro 
determined to grant him iw oessiUiMi; but to pueh forward as 
far as tlie Befiioah, between which and th? Gutpurba Casaee 
Rao'a sdcct infantry and gutia were known to be eiicamped. 
No needless wavering oocurKd in the execution of tliis pro¬ 
ject; for tiiC division, marchiivg on the 26th, ooiupdled the 
enemy to fall hack with precipitation, and arrivEd on the 5)t!l 
of Way, in front of hh pointiaDj under the guna of Sholapoor. 
Gcnriral Munro* in spite of a hoavy dte from the works, 
oloebely and accurately reconnoitred itr A native oBiccr wifi 
then sent, forward with proposals for the surrender of the 
place ; hut the Arab governor, regordlcsa of the sasictity of 
his flag, tnurdemd him. at the foot of the rniupart- Nothing 
therefore rcraatuod bnt to iJoHimcnce the alogc with iS little 
dclwy aa possible; Aud to this end, the enei-gies of CTcTy man 
uild ofltoer in the British camp ware henceforth Bcftloufdj 
directed. 

“ The fort of Sholapoor,'' says Colonel Blacker, is an 
oblong of contdderablc ar«i, with a wall «nd/fi«SJie-tJ'aye of 
snbstauthd masonry* Hnnked by snbstantial round-towers- 
A broad and deep wet ditch surrounds the place, said (be 
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north md enst si^ts eint covered hy ftu eAteiiEivepetteitij Eiir- 
irmndcdhy ngood wall, aiid dividGdJn the same imiirLTier into 
cwo parts, of wliich one is immedratdy vontigucms to the 
fore To the southward, commuaicHting with the ditch, is a 
UlTik, surrounded on three siidca by a necaindh which in ita 
eitent formed a rcspcetalila hreastwork to tl^C: enemy^E pOsi- 
tion under the walls. Thslr foree, thus ttron^y posted, 
amounted to eight hundred Add Ufty horse, fire thousaud five 
hundred nod fifty foot,* iuctudmg one thousand two hundred 
Axahx, Aud fourteen guns |, independent of the ^Aintisou, 
estimated at one thousand. Major de Pioto, n oountry^born 
descendant of KuropCMlS, commanded the regular infftutfy, 
and the ^iatlyo chief, nanicd Gunput Rao Phansee, was the 
liercditEiry coiamondont of tlie Peiahnisli^a artilleryr'' 

Preni the dcacription wluoh has been givoo of the ginund 
occupied by the enemy's fidiforce, It will be siieti tbat 
nothing effective could be atteniplcd agaiust the fort, while 
the ODvering army continued unbroken ^ and that to IsAZOrd 
an attack npon it^ without fiiat of all gcuntog poSSCEsion of 
the works on which it leaned, would have boon to waste the 
livOa of hit own Roldiers fjl' JHO pUrpoBS. General Munro 
accordingly dircctod hia attention chiefly to the reduotiO'il of 
the pettah ; and haring asceidaiuted that the walla wlto not 
BO Ifrfty, iror the ditch go deep US to render an escalade imprfus 
ticabJe, ho ito^clvcd to make trial of that species of assault.

Such iii a brief and iinpctfwt outline of tLc eervjcea of Sir 
Thomas MnnifOH during the war with the Pcisliwah and the 
MAhractaBjiu 1 SI 7 and lOlfl. Trum first to last, they wea'a 
catrietl on under disodvanta^s ogainst which ftw beaides inm- 
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self Tcrnld have held up; yet lllrir result* tti're such «£ an 
ordinary initidt however e^tlinsiaalii: jn gfa calcuktiotit, could, 
uot for a iiirtntcnt have aintidpafed. Of tic hindnitcet tljruwn 
In Ilia way, a tolcrally correct a^tEinate itiii-ar have hten al¬ 
ready formed. He could scai'ceJy bo said to be at the head 
cf HU army^ even when General PrJtzlor joined him 5 and till 
that eTKnt occurred, his whole force fell ahort of the strength 
of a luodorate-akef] regiment. The MildraB Government, 
moreovet, by what principle aetuated I prcBume not to Ru.y, 
was the rcTerse of diligent in attending £0 hia i^uoBtB j nay, 
tliere Ewe ciicinnstflucea ooouccCed with their proceedings, 
which would idmaat lejwl the indiflVrcnt spectator to condutlc 
that failure on hia part would have been more acceptalllc 
than tlih moat hrilliBuic success* The extraordinary vaejUap 
tinn likewlBe displayed Ijy those in power—the sliJfting of 
cnmnaMid froin General PritBler to General Munjo, and frtMn 
Oencral Munro to Genei'al Fritzler,—might, and in ordinary 
easBB mg St, have led to tile worst conscc^uenceB. Ind^d, it 
is not going too far to affirm, that nothirig but the great tern- 
per, AOd pure and houourahle zeal of these oiRceri, hindered 
Eueli an isEue from taking place- 
Again, upon Gcnersl Muntio was devolved not UtBrely the 
conduct of the wjir, but the civil admiTiiBtration of oU the 
pnovinceB which he obtsinod by CoUquBBt or oession. Kvery 
queetion Ccunccttd with the Settlement of cUilllB, the adjust. 
ment of iho revenue^ and tile adminiaLration of justice, was 
referred to him, by wlltch meatiB his tent was not more the 
hcad-quartera of au army, than tlie chief civil court in the 
Southern Mahmtta country* Then his correspondence with 
other functioriEuriES was volmninous. All unprejudiced men 
eflttmntvd him as he deserved, and were in conaL-quence glad 
to avail tlloraselvefi of liis advice t wlnlst he waS too sdnccoMt a 
patriot to refij-se his counsel, though aware thsit of tllC merit 
of deeds arising out of it he would rvdp Ho portion. 

But if fJencral Mnni'o'a difJJeultJCs were of nc ordinary 
nature, and if there were a few quartei's wlierc tllC result 0 /

I believe that tlierc is no stronger incentive to the zealous dis¬ 
charge of public duty, than the hope of gaining the upprubution 
of tliose vrhoac characters we have been accustomed to respect, 
because tliey are resi>ecte(l by the public: it cannot therefore hut 
be u source of tlie highest gratification to mo, to find that ray 
cn<]ravouTS to execute properly the share of the late csim|>nigTr 
assigned to ino, have been dceinc«l worthy of a private testimo¬ 
nial, as well os official record, by your Lordship. Had 1 not 
been conscious that 1 ought, on account of my healtli, to leave 
India for a time, I would not so soon have given up my situation 
in the Mahrntta Country, os I thereby sacrificed every future 
prospect of again earning praise where I most valued it. 

On my return to Kladras, hir. Slliot expressed hia desire tliat 
I should remain hi India till January, in order to finisli what ho 
thought was still incomplete in tlie business of the Into Commis¬ 
sion ; niul he inmttone<l at tlic same time, that it was his iuten- 
tion to re-establisli the Commission until my departure. I was 
sorry the proposal was made, because my not assenting to it 
might be construed into disrespect: but I declined it on the 
ground, that having relinquished a miUtory command merely on 
account of tite slate of my eyes, it was ira][Kissible tliut I could 
accept of a civil situation which, frtMn the very nature of its 
duties, must prove much more injurious to them. Had they not 
sulTered so much from long residence in this country, as to render 
an entire relief firain business necessary for n time, I should, with 
pleasure, have resumed tlie pursuits of the labours of the Com¬ 
mission ; fur I was anxious to give what assistance I could in 
carrying into eflect the orders of the Court of Directors, for em¬ 
ploying the natives more extensively in tlie internal adminis¬ 
tration of the country. Tlicir exclusion fi’om offices of trust and 
emolument hss become a part of our system of government, and 
has been productive of no good. Whenever, from this cause, the

With respect to tlic gi'and leading pi'inciple of Sir Thomas 
MnnrtfV; puHic conduct, enougli liaa been Bald already to 
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place it distinctly before tbe eye of an ordinarily attentive 
observer. A just, but not a prejudiced, judge of the Indian 
character, ho ever felt and taught, that no point was to be 
gained of benefit either to tbe ruler or the subject, except by 
functionaries capable of speaking and understanding tlie 
vernacular languages of the country. He considered, too, 
that it was the indispensable duty of every Kuropean, bold¬ 
ing a situation of ti'ust, to be thoroughly acquainted with 
tbe customs, habits, prejudices, and feelings of the people; 
and he invariably laid the blame of such petty disturbances 
as broke out from time to time in the provinces, on the 
absence of due knowledge, or becoming attention in the resi¬ 
dent British authorities. His own career indeed had fully 
established the soundness of (hit theory ; fur to no man were 
more turbulent districts committed; yet he not only reduced 
them to order, in the ordinary sense of that (erm^^ut ren¬ 
dered the inhabitants at once willing subjects of the Company, 
and personally attached to himself. His great object tliere- 
fore was, to impress those in authority with tbe policy and 
absolute necesaicy of studying both the'dialects and feelings 
of the people; and he applied that principle to all classes, to 
the military not less than to the civil servants. 

Willi this statesman-liktf and pliilanthropic notion upper¬ 
most in his mind, one of his first public acts was to be 
present at an examination of the students,* in the College of 
Fort St. Ocorge, to whom he addressed, in a very impressive 
manner, the following characteristic speech:— 

" Tbe Junior civil servants of the Company liave a uoble field 
before Uiem. No men hi the world have more powerllil motives 
for studying with diligence, for there are none who have a pro- 
spcct of a grewter reward, and whose success depends so entirely 
upon themselves. The object of all your itudias here Is one of 
tlie most important that can be imagined.

Willie he waa thus attentive to the coinror{a and reapeet-

But it waa not for tlie inatruction of the nativea only that 
Sir Thomas M Linro waaa atrenuouE and peraevaring ndvocatet 
he was eWiKioiis to nce them rewarded for their aervioea. [n 
such a aaanqer aa woold iodnee them to give op the enorgiea 
both of tlieir miitda and hodEoa to the advancement of tlte 
public welfare; and, above all, lie waa deairous thut an ade¬ 
quate pren'ision against eld age shontd he made for audi 
aa particularly distinguish^ themaelvea by their UEeftiJness.

iU-paid, and generally ill-conditioned aervanU of our public 
oourta were too much in the habit of turning to the worst pur- 
poees. Sir Thomas Munro had all along seen the evil of the 
system, and repeatedly, in his correspondence with the higher 
powers, argued against it. He now took the matter up with 
the earnestness which it deserved, and caused a regulation to 
be passed, poeidvely prohibiting bH revenue ofRoers irom 
holding or poBsessiog land in the several districts within which 
the compass of their duties lay. 

But his anxiety to inci'case the happinesa, and add to the 
respectability of the natives, was fur from ending here. It is 
probably needless to observe, that under the British Oovem* 
ment in India a variety of monopolies exist, all of them more 
or leas hurtful to the interests of the people, though some 
perliaps, under the existing stale of afiiurs, indispensable. To 
these Sir Thomas Munro was so far hostile, that be adopted 
every rational expedient, if not to diminish their number, at 
all events to hinder their growth: indeed, he looked upon an 
absolute freedom of cultivation to be the natnral right of die 
rayct; and against every enactment which had the smaUest 
tendency to counteract it, he decidedly sot his face. I have 
inserted in the ApPBNDix a long and able Minute on this 
subject, called forth in consequence of a proposition to secure 
to the Government a monopoly in the valuable dmber which 
grows in the forests of Malabar. 

Again, there was no point wbicli Sir Thomas Munro was 
more anxious to press upon the attention of the collectors and 
zillah magistrates, than the Impolicy of interfering, unless in 
very gross coses, widi die disputes of the nadves originating 
in quesdons of caste. It happened that on the 29th of May, 
1820, the usual squabble between the right and leftdiand 
castes occurred at Masulipatarn. The collector, more zealous 
perhaps than prudent, interposed to quell the disturbance, 
employing for this purpose a party of sepoys; and the conse> 
qiienoe was, that not only were several lives lost, but a good 
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in our udininlatration of aflairu here. The first la, that our aove* 
reiguty ahuuld be prolonged to the remotest pogaiblc period. 
The second is, that whenever we are obliged to resign H, we 
should leave the natives ao far improved from their connection 
with us, as to be capable of maintaining a free, or at least a regu* 
lar government amongst themaelves. If these objects can ever 
bo accomphshed, it can only be by a restricted press. A ilree 
one, so ikr from facilitating, would render their attainment utterly 
impracticable; for, by attempting to precipiUiU improvement, it 
would frustrate all the benefit which might have been derived 
from more cautions and temperate proceedinga 

6. In the present state of India, the good to be expected from 
a free pieu is trifling and uncertain, but the mischief is incalcu¬ 
lable ; and as to the propTictors of newspapers, as mischief is the 
more profitable of the two, it will generally have the preference. 
There is no public in India to be gnided and instructed by a free 
press; the whole of the European society is composed of civil 
and military officers, belonging to the King's and Honourable 
Company's services, with a small proportion of merchants and 
shopkeepers ; tltere are hut few among them who have not access 
to the newspapers and periodical publications of Europe, or who 
require the aid of political information from an Indian news- 
paper. 

7 . The restraint on the press is very limited; it extends only 
to attacks on the character of Government and its officers, and 
on the religion of the natives; on all other paints it is free. Tlie 
removal of thcM restrictions could be of advantage to none but 
the proprietors of newspapers; it ia their business to sell their 
papers, and they moat fill them with such articles os ore most 
likely to answer this purpose; nothing in a newspaper exdtea oo 
much interest as strictures on the conduct of Government, or its 
officers; but this is more peculisrly the case in India, wliere, 
from the amallneas of the European aociety, almost bH the in¬ 
dividuals oempottng it are known to each other, and almost 
every European may be said to be a public officer. Tl»e 
newspaper whidi censures most freely public men and mea¬ 
sures, and which ia most personal in its attacks, will have the 
greatest sole. 

8- The lawa, it may be supposetl, would be able to correct any 
violent abuse of the liberty of the press; but this would not be 
the case.

often shown e etmng desire to bo transfcTiorf to our domintan ■ 
bat tills fooling amae fratn teraporary cauaes,—tbo iuvmedlate 
pressure of a weak and mpadoua govcmmenlj a-iul the hope of 
betiering thoraaolvaa by a chei^. But they have now tried ouv 
OovHromcntv and found, ttiAt tbongli they arr protected in their 
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penani 'and their property, they have lost many of the emolu¬ 
ments which they derived from a lax revenue system under their 
native chiefs, and have also lust much of their former authority 
and consideration £mong the inhabitants, by the establishment of 
our Judicial courts and European magistrates and oollectora. 
Tlie hopes of recovering their former rank and inflnenoe would 
therefore render a great part of them well disposed to favour any 
plan for our overthrotr. We delude ourselves if we believe that 
gratitude for the protecduu they have received, or attachment to 
our mild Oovemtuent, would induce any considerable body of 
the people to side with us in a struggle with the native army, 

13. I do not apprehend any immediate danger iri)m the press; 
it would require many years before it could produce much effect ■ 
on our native army ; but though the danger be distant, it is not 
the leas certain, and will ultimately overtake us if the press be¬ 
came free. The liberty of the press and a foreign yoke are, as 
already stated, quite incompatible. We cunnot leave itfrree with 
any regard to our own safety; we cannot reetrain it by trial by 
a jury; be>cauBe, from the nature of juries in this country, public 
officers can never be tried by their peers. No jury will ever give 
a verdict against the publisher of a libel npon them, however 
grosa St may be The press mutt be reetrainetl either by a censor 
or by the power of sendii^ home at once the publislier of any 
libellous or inflammatory paper, at the responsibility of Oovern- 
ment, without the Supreme Court havlug tl»e authority, on any 
plea whatever, to detain him for a aingle day. 

14. Such restrictions as those proposed will not hinder the pro¬ 
gress of knowledge among the natives, but rather insure it by 
leaving it to follow its natural course, aud protecting it against 
military violence and anarchy. Its natural course is not the cir¬ 
culation of newspapers and pamplkleCt among tlie natives im¬ 
mediately connected with* Riiropcana, but education gradually 
spreading among the body of the people, and diffusing moral and 
religious instruction through every part of the community. The 
deuire of independence and of governing themselves, which in 
every country follows the progress of knowledge, ought to spring 
up and become general among the people before it reaches the 
army; and there can be no doubt that it will became general in 
India, if we do not prevent it by ill-ju^ed precipitation, in seek¬ 
ing to effect, in a few years, changes which must be the work of 
generations. By mild and cquiuble government; promoting

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the notice of the Board an anonytnoua letter, in the HindoBtance 
language, throvm Into the linea of the cavalry cantonment at 

Arcot, on the night of the-, urging the troopa to murder 

their European oificera, and promiiing them double pay. This 
letter -waa brought in the morning by the Soubadar M^r of the 
regiment of native cavalry, to Lieutenant-Colonel Fowlia, the 
aeoior officer preaent in the cantonment. I received a Hindoa- 
tanee letter by the post aoinc weeka ago, addressed to myself, 
complaining of the condition of the native army, their depreased 
aituation and low allowsneea, and exhorting mo to do something 
for their relief. Such letters hove been occaaianally circnletod 
since our first conquests firom Mysore In 1793. I do not notice 
them now fVom eny belief that they are likely at present to shake 
the fidelity of our sepoys, but in order to show the motives by 
which they will probably be instigated to sedition, whenever 
their characters s^l be changed. But though I consider that 
. the danger is etiU very distant, I think that we cannot be too 
early in taking meeaurcs to avoid it; and I trust that the Honour¬ 
able the Court of Directors will view the question of the press in 
India as one of the moot important that ever came before them, 
and the aetablishment of such an engine, unless under the most 
absolute control of their Qovemment, os dangerous in the highest 
degree to the existence of the British power in this country.

The same motive which guided mo to insert in the body of 
the work the preceding paper, induces me to give, equally at 
length, the following on the subject of conversion. It will 
be read by oil parties with the deepest interest; and I am 
greatly mistaken if, to the minds of the moderate, it carry not 
absolute conviction. 11 is to be observed, that to the work of 
oonveraion, however seoloualy carried on, Sir Thomas Munro 
waa no enemy; to the interferenoe of official persons lie alone 
objected, for reasons which be has himself stated at too much 
length to render any observations on my part necessary.

Hsd I been at the Presidency when the oorrespondcncc between 
the collector and sub-collector of Bcllary, regarding the con- 
vendou of the nativci, waa received, I should have lost no time 
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tncU. No person could tuve done this but« dvil servant, and 
in Har]>enbill]r and Bellary, none could have done it but hint; 
yet be cannot in this discover official interferenceL He did not, 
it is true, use any direct compulsion; that would moet probably 
have caused an explosion, which would instantly hare roused him 
irom his delusion. But he did, and will condnue to use, unknown 
to himself, something very like compulsion,—open interference, 
official agency, the bo)>e of favours, the fear of displeasure. The 
people, he says, " could have no difficulty in distinguishing 
between a matter of authority and of option.” There can be no 
real freedom of choice, where official authority is interested 
deeply and exerted openly. A very Ihw of the people might pos¬ 
sibly have disdnguished between authority and opdon; but dm 
great body of them would have been more likely to believe that 
he acted by authority, and that what he was then doing was only 
preparatory to aome general measure of conversion. 

Mr.-promises to be guided by tho orders of Oovemment, 

in his conduct to the natives; but I fear that he is too mucli 
under tlm dominion of his own fancies to be cuntrolled by any 
legidmate authority. Me has already shown, by his declining 
compliance with the directions of his immediate superior, Mr. 
Campbell, liow iitde ]>e regards subordination, when opposed to 
what he believes to be his higlior dudes, lie appeals to Govem- 
luent ; and while he professes his reodiuess to conform to tlmir 
decidoii, be desires that lus opinions regarding the nadves may 
atand or fall, ** according as they are supported or contradicted by 
the Word of God,'* os contained in certain passages of Scripture 
forming the Appendix to his letter. This is an extraordinary 
kind of appeal. He employs his official authority for missiuuary 
purposes j and when he is told by his superior that he is wrong, 
he jusdfies his acta by quotations iVom Scripture, and by elecdon, 

M doctrine which has occasioned so much controversy; and be 
leaves it to be inferred, that Government must either atlopt Ids 
views, or act contrary to divine uutlmrity. A person who can, as 
a sub-coRector and magistrate, bring forward such matters for 
discussion, and seriously desire diat tliey may be placed on record, 
and exandned by Guvemmeut, is not in a frame of mind to be 
restrained within the proper limits of his duty, by any official 
rules. 

It was never intended to employ collectors ond nutgistrotes as 
teachers of morality and religion j and of course no rules luivc 
been framed for iltcir guidance in siidi pursuits. Every mait who 
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too juat and too aagadoiu not to perceive, that the trcx>pa In 
the different Prcaidencies should, na as practicable, be 
placed on the same footing; he therefore gave his sanction to 
the proposed increase; but against every attempt to extend 
the benefit of the practice to native women and half-caste chil¬ 
dren, be resolutely opposed himself. This he did on the fair 
and legitimate ground, that such a regulation would entail an 
incalculable expense upon the Company, whilst it acted as an 
encouragement to the increase of a rooc already too numerous. 
Towards the half-castes themselves ho was by no means dis¬ 
posed to behave with harshness; on the contrary, he con¬ 
sidered them entitled to such treatment as thdr peculiar cir¬ 
cumstances called for; but he esteemed it both an unwise 
and an extravagant notion, that they ought to be taken in any 
manner under the pro^^cdon of the State.* 

Such is a summary, if I may so speak, of the grand leading 
principles of Sir Thomas Munro's government; by whicli, 
whilst he strove aealoualy to advance the interests of those 
for whom he acted, he laboured with no less earnestness to 
promote the happiness and increiuc the prosperity of all 
classes of their subjects. With respect to the system of 
internal administradon carried on in the provinces, it corre¬ 
sponded, as nearly as circumstances would permit, with the 
plan drawn up at the suggesdon of the Commission of whicl) 
be had formerly been at the head. 'V^'hatever bis own wishes 
might have been, he did not consider himself authorized to 
deport, in the slightest degree, from the rules there laid down; 
and hence he continued both the revenue and judicial systems 
of his predecessors, modified as these were by the sanction of 
the Court of Directors. His conduct, moreover, was on every 
occasion marked by the very extreme of good feeling and cor- 
i«ct judgment. Firm and indexible In the puisuit of what 
he felt to be right, he nevertheless contrived, by the suavity 
of his manner and the conciliatory ton^ of his language, to 
gratify even those whose sentiments differed from his own;

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and ia Jtogethar Incredible. The account given by Mr. Elli* la 
not more aatiafactory. He auppoaea tliat the Carnatic was chiefly 
a forest until Adawla Chuckraweti, sovereign of Canara, whose 
capita] was Banawoaai, settled three hundred thousand colonists, 
of whom one fifth were Vellallere, in Tondamundalum. This is 
evidently fabulous. No prince ever planted such a colony; no 
country could have supplied the drain. The number of deaths 
fhjsn cosnaltiee in such an undertaking would have been as great 
as that of the surviving colonists. New settlers brought from 
Canars and Banawasai would die very fiut in the Camaticj even 
now, when it is deai-ed. Wc are not told how three hundred 
thousand ooloniata were to maintain themselves among jungles to 
be cleared away ; when we know that, even at this day, such a 
population could not be maintained without the aid of numerous 
tanks and water>coursee for the cultivation of the lands, which 
would be otlierwise very unproductive. 

It is much more likely Utal the Meerassee tenure with all ito 
inddenU, as described by Mr. Ellis, was tlie gradual growth of a 
country long peopled ,and cultivated, than that it was created at 
ottce by a grant to a particular tribe of Hindoo cultivators, Vel- 
lallert, on their first settling in Aroot, and that province was then 
an uncultivated forest It probably originated in local circum¬ 
stances, and perhaps more in the greet number of tanks and 
water-courses constructed at the public expense, than in any 
other. As the Circar could be reimbursed for tlie expenditure 
upon these works only by the regulsr cultivation of the lands for 
which he hail provided]water, he might have thought it advisable 
to grant the occupanu certain privileges, to enable tliem to kee^i 
up the cultivation as high as possible. A moderate rent, and a 
hereditary right in the soil, were two of the most obvious means 
of effecting this object The joint or Somadayem tenure, by 
which all the Meerassodars hold all the lands of the village in 
common, interchangeable at stated periods, probably arose out of 
the same view of keeping up the cultivation; for, os in unfavou¬ 
rable seasons a portion of the lands could not be ftitly watered, it 
is evident that tbs hlecrnssadars who held this land, unless there 
were a psriodicsJ interchange, would be worse off and less able 
than the others to pay thdr rent regularly. 

The great distinction between the wet lands of Malabar and 
Aroot is, that in Malabar tlie cultivation of them depends en¬ 
tirely on the falling rains; while in Arcot it depends chiefly 
Oil tanks, and other artificial sources of irrigation, constructed at 
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the expense of Government. In Meleberj. die cultivBtor of wet 
lands is not at all dependent on the aid of Government: in Arcot, 
he can do nothing widiout it. In Malabar, tlierefore, the culti¬ 
vator trusts to the seasons and to his own industry for succeM; 
and he can with confidence venture to employ all his savings In 
the improvement of his land. As Oovemment ftirmsltes Itira 
with no water, and bears no shore of tlie expense of the improve¬ 
ments, It no fair chum to any additional rent on account of 
it; and has, in fact, not made it to any great extent; and hence 
he has been enabled to render his land a valuable private property, 
saleable at all times, and transferable at wQl. In Arcot, the 
nature of Meerassee hereditary landed property is very different, 
and is much leea perfect; because being dependent on the 
Oovemment for its supply of water, and beings in fact, held in 
partnership with the Government, it does not hold out the same 
inducement to undertake improvement: and hence the land in 
general la but indifferently cultivated, and though it is nominally 
aaleable, H will seldom fetch any price in tlte maihet. In Mala¬ 
bar, where tlie falling rain during five or six months supplies all 
the water of cultivation, the proprietor can lay out his money 
with safety on his land; for he knows that he cannot be disap¬ 
pointed while the order of the seasons continues as it is. But in 
Arcot the proprietor has no such certainty : he is not even stire 
that he <*sn keep his lands in their present condition; for, unless 
Government keep the tanks in repair, this cannot be done. It 
may often happen that he cannot improve without a larger supply 
of water, and that this cannot be obtained without enlarging the 
tank or water-couroe, which Government may tliink too expen¬ 
sive ; and it may sometimes happen that the bursting of the tank 
' may render hia laud for ever unfit for cultivation, because the 
tank may be allowed to go to decay, ftom its being found that the 
revenue of all the laud watered by it would not defray the ex¬ 
pense of repairing it. There are tanks in the country whoee lands 
would not yield five or even four per cent, of the neceesary 
repairs. 

The Native Chiefs were foml of building tanks, as good works, 
or as the means of transmitting their names to posterity ; and os 
they frequently erected them at an expense ftur beyond what the 
land could yield ony adequate reUirn for, when tliey were broken 
down by floods, their successors did not always think it advisable 
to repair them; and hence the land formerly watered by them 
waa neceaaarily either left waste or cultivated with dry grain, not 
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yicl.diii|f icidre than fjtcQi orc-fiftli tn D(i€-tentJi of the lice ci-ep. 
In inipiy parts tvf Aroot the aeiT is » p(>*t fl:nd aai'bdy^ that It witl

It may at hrot alght appear to he hard thiit he aEieuld net ba 
eutitlad to vent for Ins 'Own land: but It is 'tu bo reullected that 
lie haa fidled to pay the public lusseuauent, bthI that in inch casta 
the land of titc proprietor i^ in other cduntries us well os In thia^ 
liable Co salcj and dml tlic Meerojaadar has atILl die priYEloge for 
a Ionthough not cliarly deftnedj torm of yeais, of rcCovorlnjg 
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his land from the Ooi'entment tenant, on consenting to pa^r the 
rent. 

The right of the Meenusiulor to derive a rent firom land for 
which he neither pajrt the pnblic revenue nor finds a tenant, is 
certainly not acknowledged now, and probably never was so at 
any farmer time. Government, by the construction of tanks and 
water-courses in Arcot, supply the water, which is the chief 
article in the expense of wet cnltivation, and has a right to see 
that the lands, on account of which it has incurred so heavy a 
charge, are not without necessity left uncultivated, or cxemptcrl 
from tlieir ahare of the public burdens. 

In many parts of Arcot, as has already been remarked, the soil 
is so poor that, previously to its being watered and converted into 
rice land, it would not have defrayed the expense of cultivation, 
and must have loin waste. 

In general, the produce of wet is to that of dry land as five to 
one at least; if, therefore, we suppose tliat certain Meerassadars 
poKscssctl a piece of land which under dry cultivation yielded two 
thousand rupees of annual revenue to Government, it would, 
after being converted into wet or rice laud, yield ten thousand 
rupees: but the tank which would be required in order to supply 
the water, would probably cost Government a lac of rupees. 
The additional revenue, therefore, which Government would 
derive from this work would be eight thousand rupees per annum, 
which, making allowance for occasional repairs, would not be 
more than five or six per cent, for its money: and it would be 
much less, if we suppose that the Meerassadars, when tltey did 
not choose to cnltivatc, were not liable for the revenue. It is 
therefore reasonal>le to conclude that Government, where it sunk 
BO large a capital, would expect on adequate return; and aa this 
could only be obtained by tl»e regular payment of the revenue, 
it would not grant to tlte Meerassadars a privilege which would 
defeat this object, but would follow the custom which we find at 
present established, of transferring the land to other tenants when 
they foiled to pay the rent. 

If the Meerassadars, without cultivating tliemsclves or finding 
tenants to cultivate, had been allowed to levy from the Govern* 
ment tenants arwamy dAogmw, or landlord's slrare, of ten to fifteen 
per oenL they would, without any liabilily for the public reve¬ 
nue, and without any expense, have derived, by meuu of a tank 
constructed at dm sole charge of Government, an income from 
the land four or five ttn>es greater than before. No private per* 
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duce, or whatever its «lure may be, from the Bayet, whether the 
crop be scanty or abundant, and because Ute Rayet is also sure 
of not being colled on for rent when the crop has entirely failed, 
and he is, perhaps, unable to pay. Such a system is better calcn* 
lated to save tlie Rayet from being oppressed by demands which 
he cannot pay, than to enable him to become wealthy. 

This protection to the Rayet from the payment of revenue in 
a season of calamity, is the only advantage which appears to 
belong to the system; but it is an advantage which could be 
necessary only under a rigid system, and would not be wanted 
under a more liberal one of assessment- The very existence of 
such a system in Arcot and other districts, where it is most pre- 
vakxnt, is a proof that, however light Indian revenue may be in 
the theories of Indian writers, in practice it hoa always been 
heavy. Had the public assessment, as pretended, ever been, as 
in the books of their sages, only a sixth or a Afth, or even only a 
fourth of the gross produce, tlte payment of a Axed share in kind, 
and all tlte expensive machinery requisite for its supervision, 
never could have been wanted. The simple plan of a money 
assessiuent might have been at once resorted to, in the full confl- 
dence that the revenue would every year, in good or bad seasons, 
be easily and punctually paid. No person who knows any thing 
of India revenue can believe that the Rayet, if his fixed assess, 
ment were only a Afth or a fourth of the gross produce, would 
not every year, whether the season were g«»d or bad, pay it 
without difficulty; and not only do this, but prosper under it 
beyond what he has ever done at any former period. Had such 
a moderate assessment ever been established, it would undoubU 
edly have been paid in money, because tliere would have been no 
reitson for continuing the expensive prucesa of making collections 
in kind. It was because the assessment was not moderate, that 
assessments in kind were introduced or contbmed; for a money 
rent equivalent to the amount could not have been reulixed one 
year with another. The Hindoo Ooverumenta seem to have ofren 
wislted that laud should be both an hereditary and a saleable 
property ; but they could not bring themselves to adopt the only 
practicable mode of effecting it, a low assessment. It is however 
supposed by the Board of Revenue, that it was low. The simple 
fret of its having been paid in kind is sufficient, were there 
nothing else to disprove tins opinion. The Board say that the 
Mahomedan exactions converted the Hindoo tax into a land rent, 
reduced the landlord to a land occupant, who ceased to employ

It 
cannut be maintalued tbaC the drmauda of the SfahomedAii 
wrqnerora boat have compeUed thwe chiefo to introduce n 
jicw and lughcr rate of aBaesimcnt, Ewcaabb the pethenah Im- 
pg«[] upon tbam by (lie Mnliomcrlaus was trifiirg, waa olben 
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withheld, and wai generally leaa tluin they had paid to their own 
princea. The few imperfect reoorda which Iiave reached ua of 
the revenuea of Vijeanuggar, the laat of the great Hindoo powera, 
do not ahow that the aaaeaament waa lighter nnder that Govern¬ 
ment than under ita Maliomedan anccesaora. If, then, there ever 
did in any age prevail througlkout India a moderate land-tax, ita 
loaa must be attributed to aome otlier cauae than that of Maho- 
medan invaaion. After the time of the firat fanatical conquerora, 
many of the Mahomedan princea aectn to have been more enlight¬ 
ened, and aa much dUpoaed to be moderate aa the former Hindoo 
rulera. Among theM were the Emperor Akbar MuUk Aubar, 
and other princea, by whom great and ayatemadc reforma were 
introduced. There la, however, no ground, either from tradition 
or from record, or from the present state of the country, for be¬ 
lieving that a moderate land-tax was ever at any time througltout 
India the general principle of its revenue ayatem. It ia much 
more likely that a variety of aystema have always prevailed in. 
different provinces at tl>c same time, some more, some leaa fa¬ 
vourable to the people, some admitting of private landed pro¬ 
perty, aome rejecting it; that in the same province different 
aystema have predominated at different times; and tltat the 
system of all land being the property of the Circar has sometimes 
succeeded that of private lauded property, and sometimes given 
way to it At Vijeanuggnr, the seat of the last great Hindoo 
government, and in the countries immediateJy around it, where, 
according to tire theory of private landed property having been 
the ancient Hindoo system until destroyed by foreign invasion, 
we might naturally hope to see it in ita greatest perfection, we 
find no trace or record of ita having ever existed. In the coun¬ 
tries in the Peninsula it is moat perfect in Canaro, which was long, 
and in Malabar, which was a conaidorable time, under a Maho- 
raedau government. 

Next to tliese provinces it is moat complete in Travancore, 
which never was subdued by that power. In Aroo* and Taiyore 
it is leu ruluable than in Travancore, and in Madura and Tin-' 
nevelley still less so than in Arcot. In a narrow stripe of country 
along the eastern aide of the Western Ghauts, from tha south of 
Mysore to Sattarah, it is found nearly in the aamo state as in the 
adjoining districts below the Ghauts. W'ith the exception of this 
narrow slip, it is unknown in Myaorti in the Southern Mahiattah 
country, in the Ceded Districts, and in the Northern Ciresra. It 
ia nnknown in Bijapoor j it ia found farther north at Sbolapoor,

Tills eSbot hae 
been prodneed by the mrvey assTssoierLi, not from its moderation, 
for k is hardly hghtEr tiian that of the native gprermoenti usually

It posiessea a gmit ndvantiige En ECs 
aimplicity ■ for it ia not u [jornplicated property, made up of varU 
on* shares and foes, and b-mnd bo pay (Government a large share 
of every [mproveraetit. like iliat of the Meeraa j but is a fee sim¬ 
ple, tuild Loimetliately of fruvermoeLt, and Jiable only to tha lama 
filed rant, however great tbo produce derived llrain improvaniEnt 
may be. I1ie land of the Bumnabl win probably in time all bcN 
come aalesble, even under its praieut assesstneoiit j but private 
landed property is of alow growth. En nountties where it has not 
piavionaiy exiated, and whero tJie Govermnent reyecnie ia neaily 
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half the produce; and we muct not expect that it can be haateued 
bj regulationt or fornu of Mttlement, or by any other way than 
by adhering steadily to a limited assessment, and lowering it 
wherever, after fall experience,' it may still in particular places 
be found too high. By pursuing this course, or, in other words, 
by following what is now called tlie Rayetwar system, we shall 
see no sudden change or improvement. The progress of landed 
property will be slow, but we may look with confidence to 
ultimate and general establishment. We have never yet followed 
with perseverance any plan calculated to create or extend private 
landed property, and where we have laid the foundation of such 
a plan by a survey and fixed aaseaament of the land, aa in the 
Baramahl, Coimbatore, and Arcot, and some other provinces, we 
have counteracted its design by injudidous leases snd permanent 
settlements. 

These settlements seem to have been adopted in deference to 
the example of Bengal, without sufficient knowledge of the claims 
of the Rayets. The righto of the Meerassadar Rayets of Arcot 
and Tanjore were well known at tlie time, hut those of the Rayets 
of other districts, which were equally strong, though not called 
meeraasy, seem to have been but little understood. Most of the 
well'intended but visionary plana for the improvement of India 
by the creation of Zemindars of whole districto or of single viU 
lages, appear to have originated in extreme ignorance of the state 
of the landed property of the country, and the righto of the per¬ 
sons by whom it was held. It haa been supposed by some that 
the Zanindars were the landlords or proprietors, and the Rayeto 
their undertenants or labourers ; and by others that the sovereign 
was the sole landlord, and the Rayets mere cultivsiing teiuinU. 
But the Rayet is the real proprietor, for wliatever Lmd does not 
belong to the sovereign belongs to him. The demand for public 
revenue, according aa it is high or low in ditferent places, and at 
difierent times, aiTecta bis share j but whether it leaves him only 
the bare profit of his stock, or a small surplua beyond it as land¬ 
lord’s rent, he is sdll the true proprietor, and poaseates all that is 
not claimed by the sovereign as revenue. 

The land in mOst of the provinces under the Madras Govern¬ 
ment it occupied by a vast mass of small proprietors or Rayets, 
holding properties of every rise, ftom two or three, to two or 
three thousand acres, and some few having whole villages. 

Tliese properties are in general very small; but they are of 
tliat extent which necessarily results from the limited means of 
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tbe owiwrB, and the natuna of the iTistEtiitiaiu of the otjyntry.

Bion aruanip heira ara fhst subdividing, and will saon dwindle into 
pBortlona smaller than the propeiHea of individual Rayeta. There 
are inatancea in which thia hno already happened, and they wiE 
BOBti bucome bo nimieiouB that the syatem muBt^ at no dialmt 
period, die a natural deacJn 

There is no analogy whotcyer hflCween the landlord of England 
a]jd ilia tenajitSj and the hfootohdur^ oi' new village Semindar of 
thia eonnCry, and Lie RajeteL In. Englo-ndj the landlord ia re¬ 
spected by the firmer ae hie auperlnyr' bare tho ^enaindar has n£> 
euch raapectr Ibr the principal Rayete nf mnet villagee regard 
huu aa not more than their e^uul, eud often og their inferior. 
Ho is often the fortYiar fotail or head Rayet of t]»p villuge, hu£ be 
in frequently fonje potty ehopJtfieper or merobant, or aonie ad¬ 
venturer m- public KTTvant out of enoploy’. Wlnnihflver of theK 
be is^ be bus niuuUy very Kttle propErty ; bo baa none for the 
imjirovemont af tJie viJlagCj hut^ on the enntrury, looks to the 
village aa the ineuni of Improving his own oirenmsttinces. The 
RayetBj by being placed uuder him, rink flronj tl»e raiit of teaiantn 
of the GovemBaerLt to that nf tenante of an individnalr Tliey arc 
traoBferrod from a euperior, who lias no hiterast hnt in theJr pm- 
tBction and welibrej la oue whnse intereat it ie to enlarge hia hjtvh 
property at the eipenae of theirs; who seeks hy cvciywayj how- 
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But It ii said, that the Zemindar doea not infringe their righti, 
becauM he haa no authority to demand more than the duet of 
Oovermnent, at regulated by the usage of the country, and tliat, 
if the parties be left to thcmaclrcs, things will find their proper 
level. They will find the level which they have found in &ngal, 
and in Mver4il diatricta under this Government, and which the 
weak always find when they are left to contend with the strong. 
The question is, whether we are to continue the country in its 
natural state, occupied by a great body of independent Rayets, 
and to enable them, by a lighter ataeannent, to rise gradually to 
the rank of landlords; or whether we are to place the country in 
an artificial state, by dividing it in villages, or larger districts, 
among a new class of landholders, who will ineviubly, at no 
distant period, by the subdivision of their new property, fall to 
the lerel of Rayets, while the Rayets will, at the some time, have 
sunk from the rank of independent tenants in chief tx> that of 
sub-tenants and cultirators ?—It ia, whetlier we are to raise the 
landholders we have, or to create a new set, and see them fall? 
This question, it is to be hoped, has been set at rest by the ordera 
of the Court of Directors, to make the aettlement with the Rayets 
in all diatricu in which the permanent Zemiudarry settlement 
has not been establislied. 

In all those provinces whose revenues are, by ancient usage, 
paid chiefly in money, surveys appear to have been mode at Af¬ 
ferent remote periods, in order to fix the assessmecL In some 
districts they are only known by tradition; in others, they still 
exist, in a mutilated shape, in the Cumum's accounts; but there 
is no certainty that these accounts belong to any particular sur¬ 
vey, or that they are not made of fragments of several; or, «Knt 
the village aocounU have not been so often altered by the Cur- 
nutns, without any regular authority, as to contain no trace of 
any survey whatever. Though the village accounts were sup. 
posed to have a specific rate of aasessroont for every field accord¬ 
ing to the class to which it belonged, the Collectors were not 
made to conform very rigidly to this rate, but were usually some¬ 
what above or below it, according to the nature of the season and 
other circumatances. The farm or estate of a Rayet was gene¬ 
rally composed of three parts: the first and principal was his 
old farm, containing the lands which he always occupied; the 
second, but much smaller part, containing land of an inferior 
quality, was called his Kuttgootah, and was held at a low and 
fixed rent; and the tliird was his cowle land, taken from the 
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favourable to tli« cultivator* or Rayeta. It ia also obvioua, from 
what lias been aatd, that if, *Aer making audi a fixed osaessment, 
perfect freedom were given to the Riiyeta to throw up whatever 
laud they did not want, they would throw up about oue-fifth of 
their land, and thereby ditniniah the revenue nearly in the aanie 
proportion. Rut thia diminution would only be teiuporary, be- 
cauae, aa the Rayeta, by concentrating their agricultural atock 
upon a «milar extent of land, would obtain a greater produce 
from h, their mean* would gradually increaae, and enable them 
to take and cultivate again the laud which they had reliuqiiiahed. 
Under annual acttlemeiit*, and fluctuaUng aaseasment, they ore not 
very onxiotu about throwing up land, became they know 
by the ciiBtom of the country, wo can raise the asaeaament upon 
tlie remaining landraccording to iu produce and improvement; 
but whenever the aaae*«tnent has been fixed, they soon discover 
the advantage which it give* them, and endeavour to get rid of 
all their extra land. Tlie liberty of doing au has already been 
partially granted, and must be fully granted to them; for though 
it will cause a temporary loas of revenue, it i* a sacrifice which 
ought to be made, for tlie sake of seenring the great public 
benefit of a permanent revenue, founde.l upon tlie general e«. 
Ublishnient of private landed property. It ia the ever-varying 
asscaament which lias prevented, and as long aa it condnuee, wiU 
pevent land from becoming a valuable property; for even where 
the aascument is lowest, the knowledge Uiat it may at any time 
be raiaed, binders tlie land from acquiring such a value as to 
render it a saleable article. We cannot cornmnnicate to It the 
value which it ought to posse.,, or render it a private property 
capable of being eiuily sold or mortgaged, unless the public L 
Mssment upon every part of it bo previously fixed. When it is 
fixed, all uncertainty is removed, and all land, which is not ab- 
aolutely over-a88es«sd. soon acquires a value, which it every dav 
increas^ by improvemonU, made In consoqueneo of the car^ntv 
or reaping all the profit arising from Utem. ^ 

The introduction of the fixed as«:.sraent into the Baramahl 
Coimbatore, «»d other provincw. has not been so successful as it 
ought to have been in catabUshing private landed property; but 
it ha. been a. successful as could reasonably have been expected 
when we conridcr that it had no fair trial, and that it had hardlv 
begun to operate when it was supplanted by a new system of 
peimaneni settlement, and lease,. Had it been left to produce 
undisturbed by a change, there can be little doubt 
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Uieir diminution. 1 trust that we shall nevci have ocMsion to 
^ beyond the original osaessmeut, and that we sliall in time be 
able to moke considerable reductions in it. The fixed assesnnent 
will not for some years have the same effect in encouraging im¬ 
provements as it Imd before the Introduction of the leases and 
permanent settlements; because these measures have sltaken tlie 
confidence of the Rayeta in the continuance of tlie present ay%temj 
and will render them cautious in undertaking improvemeiita, lest 
they should be prevented fVom enjoying the full benefit of them, 
by being again placed under a renter or Zemindar. Some years, 
therefore, roust yet elapse before this apprehension can subside, 
and the survey assessment have its full effect iu encouraging im¬ 
provement, and {iromotlng the growth of landed property. 

There are, however, several extensive provinces hi which we 
have no control over tlte assessment, and scarcely sny means of 
bettering the condition of the Rayeta ; I mean the Xorthem 
Circara Wlien these districts came into our possession, one part 
of them was in tlie hands of Zemindars, and the otlier and nioat 
valuable part was in the hands of Oovemmeiit, and has since, by 
tlie permanent settlement, been made over to new Zrmindari of 
our own creation. As in tliese provinces no fixed assossinent hoa 
been introduced, nor tlie rights of the Rayeta been defined, tho 
Rayets never can became landholders, nor their lands acquire 
such a value as to make them saleable. It may be said that tliey 
have a right to be assessed only according to ancient usage, and 
that tilts right will secure them ikom undue exaction, and give 
them the same iheility as the Rayets of the Oovernment districts, 
of rendering their land a valuable property; but many causes 
combine to prevent this. The ancient usage was in every little 
district or even village. It is not recorded or defined, and is very 
little known to us. It is, 1 believe, in the Northern Cirenrs very 
generally ao high as to leave the Bayet no more than the bare 
recompense of his labour and stock, and thus to preclude his ever 
obtaining any portion of a landlord's rent. Even supposing that 
usage did leave to the Rayet some surplus as landlord's rent, the 
Zemindar might not permit him to enjoy it. He might raise the 
assessmenL If he were an old Zemindar or hill Rojoli, the fear 
of personal violence would deter tlio Rayet from complaining. 
If he were a new Zemindar, tlic Rayet would, nine times in ten, 
submit quietly to the loss, not from fear of personal injuiy, but 
from the well-grounded fear of losing his cause in tho court. 
He knows that the influence of the Zemiodar would easily pro- 
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core witneues to (wear falaely ou tlte question of niegej and that 
they would be (upported by the fabricated accounts of the Car* 
num, who is entirely under the authority of the Zemindar ; and 
that, if be even gained liis cause, it would be of no advantage to 
'him, as the Zemindar, without transgressing any law, would be 
able to harass him in many ways, and make his situation uncom¬ 
fortable. 

There is, therefore, no prospect, or but a very distant one, of 
our being able to establish landed property among the Rayeis of 
the Northern Cirenra, or to improve their condition in any mate¬ 
rial degree. In the old Zemindarriet, which are chiefly among 
the unhealthy hills, our prospect is as good now as ever it was, 
becsose we never there exercised any direct authority over the 
Rayets, and could not expect to see landed property grow up 
among them, until time should gradually have wrouglit aucli a 
change in the nuumem and opinions of their Icsuling men, as to 
make them see the expediency of encouraging it. But in the new 
Zemiiidarries wo exercised a direct outhority over all the inhabi¬ 
tants, luid could have raised their condition and lauded propeKy 
at our pleasure; but we lost the power of doing so by the per¬ 
manent settlement It may be said that Oovernment having set 
a limit upon its demand upon the Zemindar, he will also set a 
Hmit to his demand upon tlie Rayet, and leave him tire full pro¬ 
duce of every improvement, and thus enable him to render his 
lartd a valuable property. But we have no reason to suppose that 
this will be the cose, eitlscr fVom the practice of the new Zemin¬ 
dars during the twenty years they have existed, or fVom that of 
the old Zemindars during a auccossion of generations. In old 
Zeintndarries, whether hold by die Rajahs of the Circara, or the 
Poligars of the more southern provinces, whidi have from a dis¬ 
tant period been held at a low and fixed pesheush, no indulgence 
has been shown to the Rayets, no bound hat been set to the 
demand upon them. The demand has riaen with improvement, 
according to Ute custom of tlie country, and the land of the 
Rayet has no saleable voluC; we ought not, therefore, to be sur¬ 
prised chat in the new Zemindarriea, whose assessment is so much 
higher, tlie result has been equally unfavourable to the Rayets. 
The new Zemindarries will, by division among heirs and fiulures 
in their payments, break up into portions of one or two villages; 
but this will not better die condition of the Rayet. It wilt not 
fix the rent of the land, nor render it a valuable property j it will 
merely convert one large Zeinindarry into several small Zemin-

Whbn I left Madras I had very little idea of ever vint- 
ing India again, but I had scarcely landed when I found that I 
ihould be obliged to go back to Modraa. I would have preferred 
the overland route had I been alone, but as Mrs. M. accompanies 
me, my intention at present ia to go in one of the Company's 
China ships to Bombay in April. My reason for going by Bom¬ 
bay is, that I may have the benefit of conversing with you on 
your arrangements in the Mahratu districts, and that I may 
learn something of the system of administration in the territories 
nndsr Bombay. I am in hopes that 1 ahall find many things in 
it which it win be useful for us to imitate at Madras; I am 
anxious that we should be able to ascertain the most effectual 
means of protecting the Rayets firom oppretaion, and that every 
regulation for tbis purpose should be os short and plain as pos¬ 
sible, and less encumbered with written forms than it was 
thought necessary to introduce at Madras with the regulations 
there. 

1 trust that Lord Hastings has continued the Peishwah’s oeun- 
try under your snperintmdcnce, notwithstanding your appoint¬ 
ment to Bombay; or that, if any change has been mode, he has 
given the superintendence to Malcolm, whose eminent services so 
well entitle him te every distinction that can be conferred upon 
him.

I am sorry (or it; for I think hie continuance in Malwa is of 
great importance to the preservation of tranquillity, and I do not 
see bow bis place is to be supplied. He ought undoubtedly to 
be kept in Malws for tome yeort, to look after tlte turbulent 
chiefi and conflicting interests in that province. The future 
prosperity of oil recent conquests depends on the measures 
adopted during the few first years, in bringing them into form, 
and consolidating our power. If we are too impatient to got rid 
of some trifling expense, and to pemuule ourselves that all is 
right, and that matters wiU go on smootlily, without the neceeaity 
of employing persons capable of controlling every hoedle move¬ 
ment, we shall have the centre of India in a state of confusion 
from which it may be difficult to extricate it hereafrer.

The 
power of ditrtrairt ii quite tuSldant to protect the revenue; it 
haraseeB ilie Ruyet, without disgradng him,; and if he ora Jjay? 
will be mere likely^ than throwijig Jiini into g.a!ol] to make him 
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but I tuve never la«t tight of the principles on which they are 
founded, namely, the relief of the people from novel and oppress 
■ive inodet of judicial proccM ; the improvenient of our internal 
adminiftration, by employing HuropeanB and Nativea in thoae 
duties for which they are reapectively be^ suited, and the 
■trengtheniug of the attachment of the Natives to our Govern¬ 
ment, by maintaining their ancient institutions and usages. 

1 have always thought that the practice of confining Kayets in 
the common gaol like felons, so disgroccfbl to our code, might 
not only without inconvenience, but with advantage, be aboliahed. 
I have had much diacueeion on the subject since my return to 
Indio, and have so fisr 3 rieldcd to the general opinion, as to agree 
that RayeU shall still, in some extreme caeca of contumacy, be 
liable to imprisonment, and a regulation on the subject is now 
preparing. Tins regulation will also enable the Tiaheldan and 
other iwtive officers under the magistrates to punish trivial thei\a^ 
when not committed by professional thieves. At present, every 
petty theft of labourers IW>m their masters’ grain, of children in 
the power of their parents, or of idlers at Hairs, which the Natives 
tliemselves would either regard as mere mischief, or as an offence 
to be punished by reprimand or slight chastisement, are con¬ 
sidered as crimes, and the offenders and witnesses dragged away 
from their hornet fifty or a hundred milet, to the pretence of the 
nugistrote. Aa the court of the DUkrict MunniT is much more 
frequented by the Natives than tliat of the Zillah Judge, it is in¬ 
tended to extend his jurisdiction to five hundred rupees, that of 
the Suddrr Amin to seven hundred and fifty, and of the Register 
to a thousand. 

The only other regulation which I have in view at present, ia 
one for entailing the possessions of ancient Rajahs upon their 
heirs, and to secure thorn against sale for debt. Our sweeping 
code of 1803 has made the domains of tributary Rajalts, which 
hare been in the same families for ages, which all Oovemments 
but ours have respected, and which no money-lender could touch, 
all liable to tale. There will be some diflicnlty in replacing these 
Rsgahs in the situatioru in which we found them, but it must be 
done.

Estallchiawdlnot 
improve their charactor; we ahaii oioke thoio. meve pliant and 
Borvjle, more indeatrioaiaj and jierliapo more akilfiil io the arta,~ 
and. wa ihall have fewer banditti ^ but we ahaU not ridse tlieir 
uinrd abaroicterj Our preaenL ey'ateoi of governinentj by exolud.-, 
ing oil iiative* Ihonj power, and troat, aid enioloTnent, ia rnneh 
iruone efEcadoua in depreKiing, than all OUT laws and Bchonl-hooka 
con do Ob eloTotitig th.eij character, We ore working against mjr 
own dnigns^ and wo eon expect to niakc no progress while we 
work with a focblo inotriunent Co impiwoi and a powofful one to 
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deteriorate. The improrement of the character of a people, and 
the keeping them, at the same time, in the lowest state of depen¬ 
dence on foreign rolera, to which they can be reduced by conquest, 
ore matters quite ineompatible with each other. 

Tliere can be no hope of any great zeal for iroprorement, when 
the highest acquirementa can lead to nothing beyond aoine petty 
office, and can confer neither wealth nor honour. While the 
prospecta of the natives are so bounded, every project for better¬ 
ing their charactera must fail; and no such projects can have the 
amaUezt chance of aucoeas, unless sotne of those objects are placed 
within their reach, for the sake of which men are urged to exer¬ 
tion in other countries. This work of improvement, in whatever 
way it may be attempted, must be very alow, but it will be in 
proportion to the degree of confidence wliich we repose in them, 
and to the share which we give them in the administration of 
public afiklrt. All that we can give them, without endangering 
our own ascendency, should be given. All real military power 
must be kept in our own hands; but they might, with advantage 
hereafter, be made eligible to every dvil office under tliat of a 
memiker of the Government. The change abould be gradual, be¬ 
cause they are not yet fit to discharge properly the duties of a 
high civil employment, according to our rules and ideas; but the 
sphere of their employment should be extended in propordon 
as we find that t]>ey becomo capable of filling property higher 
situations. 

We shall never have much accurate knowledge of the resourcea 
of the country, or of the causes by which they are nosed or de¬ 
pressed ; we shall always assess it very unequally, and often too 
high, until we learn to ^eat the higher classes of natives as gentle¬ 
men, and to moke them assist ui accordingly in doing what is 
done by the House of Commons in England, in estimatiDg and 
apportioning the amount of taxation. I am, with great regard 
and esteem.

MY DMAM BLPBINSTONE, 

I stavx only heard once fVotn you since your unfortunate 
fall, winch is as often os I could expect when it is considsTed, 
that you have been twice in that interval engaged in war with 
Arabia. Macdonel] has sent you occasionally such of oiur regu- 
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«im 1 dlctribution of taxadoa are perhapa die moat important 
oonocms of public antbortty ; Uvere are no othem on which, aa on 
them, the unireraal comfort and proiperity of the people depend. 
In thia,conntry, the management of taxation reits alrooat entirely 
with t^ collector, for he is the only channel through which Oo- 
vemment can obtMn any tcderably correct information on the 
subject, and it is chiefly from hie opinions that their own must 
be formed. An officer from whom so much is required, must 
not be looked for in a class which is not at leait equal in rank 
and emolument to any other in the scrrice. In order to aecure a 
auccesaiun of men qualified to discharge properly ao important a 
trust, we must place the revenue on an equal footing with the 
judidal line. 

In conntrios where the assessment is very light, Uie ignorance 
or misconduct of a collector does not seriously injure the r«ve> 
nue; but in the grester part of tlie Madras territories, where the 
revenue preeses closely upon the utmost means of the people, the 
misconduct of a collector is often very prejudicial both to the 
revenue and to the people; because the country has not the means 
of speedily repairing tlie losses whicli it may have sustained from 
his ignorance, in too rigidly exacting the full assessment in a bad 
BssoBon, or fr'osn his indolence in permitting tlie native revenue 
servants to levy unauthorised sums from the people. On this 
establlsliment therefore it is essential to the welfrue of the coun¬ 
try, as well as to the security of the revenue, that we should have 
skilful collectors; and we find from experience, that they are 
only to be formed in districts where the rayctwar system prevails. 
Colleciars who have been employed only in districts permanently 
settled, are not qualified for any revenue duties beyond those of 
the most ordinary routine. When the revenue of a district has 
fallen into disorder, they ore unable to ascertain the cause, and 
still leas to paint out the remedy. On such occasians, recourse 
must always be had to a collector from a rmyetwar district ; and 
when investigations become frequent, the withdrawing of these 
collectors from their own districts, to conduct inquiries into the 
state of others at a great diatance, ia frequently productive of 
great embarrassment to the public service. One main object 
therefore in raising the revenue to a level witli the judicial de¬ 
partment ia, ‘that we may always have a supply of men calcu¬ 
lated to carry on investigations into the revenue, and into all the 
details of the local civil adminiatration ; and as it is only in the 
rayetwar districts that the requirite knowledge can be acquired.

" Tbe Siamese,'' Bnyi Load Amberat In a letter dated ftcm C^l- 
cntCa^ Soil ApTil, 1324, " inveterate enemlea of the Burmcscj 
would tcaise a meet powerflil dlveradou In tiu? South. The aid 
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ihould know wlut we lud to expect, and be able to act with cou> 
itdence. We have no information regarding that country here, 
excepting what is given by Symea, Cox, &c.; but even from what 
it abated by them, I can have little doubt that, if boats sufficient 
for going up the river in the wet season could not be collected, 
the troops, after the rains, might advance by land along the banks 
of the Iiawaddi, with their heavy stores in boats.'* * * 

I add to this two short extracts ftom letters dated the 
22nd and 28th of April, for the purpose of showing that, 
whilst the general issues of the war occupied a large slioro of 
Sir Thomas Munro's thoughts, the most minute point con¬ 
nected with its progress was not forgotten. 

" We have not yet received any official instructions regarding 
the preparation of transporta for the second division of troojw 
now under orders for foreign service; but as it is stated in your 
Lordship's private letter to me of the 2nd ultimo, that it wU be 
necessary to leave at Rangoon those which accompany the first 
division, we shall take our measures accordingly, without waiting 
for any more formal communication. It will, no doubt, interfere 
with the rice trade, and subject tis to a high freight; but upon 
occaaioas like the present, it is always beat to sacrifice inferior 
objects to the attainment of the main one. Tliere is however a 
difficulty which we esmnot get over without help. We have no 
water-casks, and are deficient in wood, and ttJU more in lK>ope, 
for making them. After taking into the calculation all that con 
be done by means of what we have on hand, and of what is 
expected from other quarters, we shsU still want one thousand 
three hundred water-casks; and os wc shall not. without a sup¬ 
ply to this extent, be able to equip the second expedition, we 
have this day written to Colonel M'Bcon, desiring him, with the 
concarrenoe of Biigadicr-Oeneral Sir Archibald Campbell, to 
eend bock instantly one of the transports with one thousand three 
hundred water-casks, all the hammocka, or as many as can bo 
spared, and about ono-holf of the ship-utensils.”

It is not our 
intention, however, to prolong a contest in a part of the country 
where it will be scarcely possible to preserve the health of our 
troops. Much as 1 shall lament tite loss of property, and the 
personal inoonvenience and danger whiclt the inhabitants will 
suffer from the pretence of the enemy, I think that. In the balance 
of evils, the occupation of the country by tlie enemy must for a 
time be endured, rather than risk the almost certain deatruction 
of our troops by the effeerts of the climate; and our authorities 
there vdl therefore be directed to retreat gradually, unless they 
shall see strong reasons to the contrary, on Chittagong, between 
which place and the present scene of hostilities, we are informed 
that Uie country is of such a nature as to make it easy for a retiring 
ibree to check the advance of one much superior to itself in num> 
bers. Chittagong itself is not considered an unhealthy station; 
and we shall look to our operations at Rangoon for tlie recovery 
of such portion of our territory on the Naof as may be tempo¬ 
rarily in poeaeasion of the Burmese. Indeed, although wc are 
taking such meoaurea as seem to be necessary for the protection 
of Chittagong, in the event of the enemy moving still farther for¬ 
wards, I think I am not too sanguine in expecting that it is very 
poaaiblc they may make a sudden retreat on hearing of what, I 
hope, is on the ere of taking place—^thc occupation of the island 
of Cheduba. I cannot think that the Rajahs of Arracan, and 
other neighbouring districts, now forming the force which has 
advanced into our territory, will remain easy when they shall 
hear that we are at the very gates of their homes. Besides, we 
are led to believe that the Burmese now in the field derive their 
supplies from that island. 

The Burmese appear to'be making considerable exertions to 
resume offensive operations in more than one quarter. We are 
told that reinforcements have advanced into Munnipore, where 
an effort is about to be made by Gumber Sing, whose family of 
late ruled that country, to shake off the Burmese yoke. It is also 
pretty clear, that on addition must have been made to their force 
in Assam, as it is not easy to account in any other manner for 
the advance which they have, within these few days, made to the 
westward, after having hastily abandoned the country as far as 
Rangpore, the e«8tcm capital. • • a

The people themselves 
will never venture to act in opposition to their present tyrannical 
masters: before they will venture to take oo dangerous a step, 
they must bo satisfied that they are not to return under their 
dominion; and they must have lenders and a prince of their own 
to look to. As the southern and most fertile prorinces of the 
Borman empire were formerly under Pegu, it woold perhaps be 
advisable to proclaim the restoration of the ancient family, and to 
guarantee to It the possession of whatever part of its old territory 
might be recovered from Ava. Were this done. Sir Archibald 
Campbell would soon have a friendly instead of a hostile country, 
along a great port of the line of his operations. If we hold out 
to die people no hope of their not being placed again under their 
ancient sovereign, but leave them to suppose, that whenever our 
troops are withdrawn, they are again to foil under the Burman 
Ooremment, we must expect no co-operation from them, but to 
be harassed by thdr withholding supplies and cutting off strag¬ 
glers. • ♦ • •

mr OEAK SIB, 

I HAVB read with due attention your suggestions respect¬ 
ing an offer of our protection to the Peguers, in the event of their 
assertion of tlieir former independence. We are at present quite 
in the dork as to the existence of a single itidlvidusd of their 
former royal race. I think, indeed, that the whole was extermi¬ 
nated at the time of the final conquest and annexation of the 
kingdom of Pegu to the empire of Ava. Nothing like a dispo- 
oition to revolt has at any time manifested itself, I believe, during 
tile present generation; and os circumstances ore at this moment, 
I imagine it would be hopeless to expect that we could exdte a 
diipoeition to throw off a yoke which has long ceased, at least, to 
be a foreign one. Bat drcumstances may arise, both in Pegu 
and in Arracan, to moke it our policy to offer assistance in sepa¬ 
rating those two kingdoms from that of Ava. In fret, if the 
Court of Ummerapoora obstinately refoses to listen to any terms 
of peace, there is nothing Icfr for us bat to attempt the subver¬ 
sion of that power ss it exists at present, and to divide it once 
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but to our own troops; it would encioura(;e the Burmana, and it 
would slmke, in some decree, the confidence of oar troope in their 
oommandera; it would leave the Burmans in quiet possession of 
tlieir southern and richest provinces; it would discourage the 
Siamese and Peguera at the moment perhaps that thej were 
ready to liave risen against the enemy; and it would deter the 
inhabitants of the province to which the war might be transferred 
from affording us any aid. After allj however, that plan ought 
to be preferred which clearly offers the greatest certainty of 
speedily subduing die enemy. To form a correct judgment on 
this point requires a knowledge of the country and its resources, 
iu obetacles, its roods, and its water communications, which can 
be beat procured by the officer on the spot. 

I think it is evident that Sir A. Campbell applies for the 54t]i 
regiment and a battalion, because these oorpa are the remaining 
part of the second expedition, and because he does not know that 
any other troopa can be spared; but I have no doubt that he 
would rather have three battalions of sepoys, beosuse they are 
so much more easily subsisted, and because the proportion of 
Bnropesna to native troops in hit force ia already much too great. 
One battalion of aepoys will therefore sail in the course of five 
or six days for Rangoon ; but we shall keep the 64th regiment 
until we hear again from Calcutta, as I have no doubt that that 
regiment will be wanted for the Bengal force destined for the 
eastern frontier. Draught and carriage cattle, and a small body 
of cavalry, soem to be much required by Sir A. Campbell, and it 
is ilesirable that he should have them aa soon as poarible. They 
can be furnished much easier from Bengal, and mneh sooner 
than fVom hence; but if any are required from this quarter, we 
shall take steps to famish what we can on receiving your Jbord> 
ahip’s orders. a « « « «

I HAVX been clelMyin^ my reply to yonr Lordship’s letter 
of the 3rd instant, until 1 should hare seen Sir A. Campbell's 
secret dispatch, and the inatrucsions sent to him in consequence. 
In ray last letter, however, I have, in fact, already given my 
opinion on the main point; namely, that the plan of advancing 
by the Irawoddy was preferable to that of either marching aoath, 
or re>embarkiug and landing in Anaean. I can see no object in 
hia going to Martaban, becauae it would not fadlitate bia advance 
to the capital, as, according to bis own account, even if Uie 
Siamese and Peguera were to take a part in the war, he would 
atill require draught and carrisge cquqnnents from Bengal. I 
suspect too, tlut opentiona by sea against the enemy's maritime 
possessions would, at this season of the year, be liable to great 
delays, and even to danger. If a field-equipment be indispens¬ 
able, it would still, I think, be advisable to advance by the 
Irawaddy, for the equipment could not poaaibly be to such an 
extent as to move all the stores without water-carriage. The 
Siamese should be left to make war in their own way ; and the 
Peguers, if they rise at all, will be more likely to do so by Sir A. 
Campbell’s moving up the river, and drawing the enemy out of 
their country. With regard to the plan of re-embarking the 
Rangoon force, and landing it at Arracan, nothing could justify 
such a measure but the certainty of being furuisbed there with on 
equipment of draught and carriage cattle. If they could nut 
obtain h, they would be still more helpless than where they ore 
now, and we should have loet reputation, and given confidence to 
the enemy by abandoning the original plan of operations. 

Sir A. Campbell says, that the prospect of advancing by the 
Irawaddy is at an end, in oonaequence of the square-rigged ves¬ 
sels having been found not to answer, the want of country-boats 
the want of pravisians, and aickiiesa. The aquarc-rigged vessels 
are surely not absolutely useless, and the other wants may be 
aupplied. If it be found impracticable to asceikd the river when 
it is full, the difiiculty will probably be removed when it falls, 
and t]>e stream loeee its rapidity, and the country becomes dry 
enough to admit of troops marching near the bonks. Should this 
be the case, tiie advance to Prome would be of tiie greatest ad¬ 
vantage : it would give Sir A. Campbell the command of a rich 
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1 seo from lomc correBpomlonoe, that a reward of fifreen rupee* 
was paid tor everj aiangWr-buUock or builklo brought. Thi* i* 
nothing; it would be better to give fifry and enaure a better lup* 
ply. Carriage cattle ought to be taken, If they are to be got, for 
fifty or even a hundred rupees a^heacL 

iliere can be no doubt that, in a populous and well cultivated 
country, there muat be abundance of animals, both for the plough 
and carriage, and that they may be got by paying double, but not 
by paying half-price. Paying double prices in an enemy's coun> 
try, is the cheapest way of carrying on war; and if it is done 
in Ava, it will produce the same beneficial effects as in India. 
When the force aaoends the Irawaddy, and geta posseaaion of dte 
points where the main branches separate, the Burman troops will 
probably abandon the Delta. I imagiue that they will also eva¬ 
cuate tlie Country between Rangoon and Martaban, and that the 
inhabitonta of all these countries, if well treated, will be ready to 
sell cattle to our amj at cheaper rates, and in greater numbers, 
tlun they can posoibly be sent from India. 

It would greatly facilitate the military operations, if some civil 
administration were established in the dlaUricU from which the 
enemy might be expelled. 1 do not mean for the purpose of 
raising revenue, but protecting the people collecting supplies, 
and seeing Uuit they are amply paid for in ready money. The 
oflScer who may be employed on this buainess should be one who 
hat had some experience in such matters,—^ch a man may no 
doubt be found among the officers present with the force.

WY LORO, 

It is of great importance that no time should be lost in 
ascending the river, to the point where the branches first separate 
from the main stream, in order to prevent the enemy from carry¬ 
ing off the grain and cattle of the Delta, and secure them for 
ourselves. I am more solidtout about cattle than grmn, because 
grain can be easily Mnt from India, if necessary; but the trans- 
port of cattle is slow and expensive. If there are officer* with 
the force who understand the business of purchasing csttUe in an 
enemy’s country, I am persuaded that enough may be found in 
the Delta, and the districts occupied by our troops, to supply 
what is absolutely necessary botli for draught and carriage. 
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even the Burmans with an inadequate force; on the con¬ 
trary, his unceasing exertions were applied to place the army 
of Sir A. Campbell in such a condition as should enable it to 
move in every direction, with a moral certainty of success; 
wisely arguing, that, even in point of economy, it were better 
to act thus than to risk a prolongation of the contest by 
adopting a narrower policy- Again, though not less desirous 
of peace than other public men, Sir Thomas Munro uniformly 
declared himself against the conclusion even of an armistice 
till after the enemy should have been thorouglily humbled. 
He contended that nothing short of this—^nothing less than 
the necessity of purchasing a suspension of hoadlities by a 
money-payment, or the surrender of a portion of his terri¬ 
tories, would convince the King of Ava of his own infe¬ 
riority ; and as the same sentiments were happily adopted by 
the Government of Bengal, the judicious measure was en¬ 
forced. But perhaps there is no feature in his public conduct 
at this eventful period more remarkable than the absolute 
confidence which he reposed in the loyalty ami good feeling 
of the people of India. While apprehensions prevailed else¬ 
where of oommotiona and conspiracies, and a cry waa raised 
for more troops to supply the place of those employed at 
Rangoon, Sir Thomas Munro uniformly maintained Uuit 
there existed no ground of alarm; and even tlie niutiny at 
Barrakpoor foiled to convince him that the force already em¬ 
bodied was not fuUy adequate to preserve the tranquillity of 
the country. From several long and able minutes recorded 
by him during the progress of the war, we gather that, at 
one period, full twenty out of fifty regiments of Native in- 
fiuitry were withdrawn from the territories of Madras; yet 
he resolntely opposed every effort to increase the militaiy 
establishment, except by adding a few extra men to each 
company. Never was policy more magnanimous, more equit¬ 
able, or productive of more fortunate results. By acting 
thus, be gave the surest proof to the natives, that Govern¬ 
ment neither feared nor distrusted them ; and as no disturb-

It is above two years now since I had the first attack of 
increased deafhees. During the first year, it was so much better 
occasionally, that I was in great holies It would have left me;

in company: it is with difficulty that 1 can hear tlie person who 
sits next to me, and then only by holding up my hand to my ear. 
It is fatiguing to people to raise their voices high enough to talk 
to me, and still more to me to listen to them ; but still this does 
not affect my spirits in the least, l^have plenty of business on 
my hands, and mucli of it consists in reading papers, writing 
notes, and giving orders, which do not require much hearing. 
^Mien sitting in company, 1 amuse myself with thinking of any 
thing else. The loss of my conversation is not felt, and my 
tUenoe is perhaps attributed to dignified gravity, or profound 
tliought on state affairs, when the subject of my meditations is 
very likely Campbell riding on a stick, or one of your lectures on 
my temperance, which you eo often prophesied would ruin my 
health.

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CHAPTER VI. 

Tovr to the Ceded Distrietg. — Ilbuee, DealA, and CkaraeUr. 

Hbpbatbd mcndon has been made, in the preceding chap¬ 
ters, of the anxiety experienced by Sir T. Munro to return 
to England; and the letters just given contain ample testi¬ 
mony that this desire gained, as it was natural that it sliould, 
increased force every day. It iraa not, however, till the Bur¬ 
mese war cainc to a close, that he considered himself justified 
in again bringing the subject before the notice of the Court of 
Directors. But intelligence of that event no sooner reached 
him, than he hastened to take advantage of it On the 28tli 
of May, 1824, the v^y day when the signing of the definitive 
treaty was communicated to the Madras Government, he 
dispatched not fewer than six copies of a letter, in which his 
extreme impatience to resign office was stated, and an urgent 
request made that a successor might be sent out os early in 
the following year as ciicumstances would permit Whence 
it came about, I pretend not to po^sa the means of explain¬ 
ing, but not one of these dispatchea was laid before the Court 
earb’er than the 6th day of the following September; and 
though a successor had already been fixed upon, in (he per¬ 
son of the Right Honourable S. Lushington, the 4th of 
AprQ, 1827, arrived, ere he was formally appointed. To 
sum up all, Mr. Lushington remained in England till the 
month of July in the same year, thus rendering it barely pos¬ 
sible for himself to reach Madras, and quite impossible for 
Sir Thomas Munro to quit it, previous to the commencement 
of the Monsooos. 

Far be it from me to insinuate any thing hanJi os to the 
intentiona of the authorities at home; but no man, I con¬ 
ceive, can b« aware of these plain facts, without arriving at

(dated 30th May 1800,) which hsd passed under their observa* 
Uon.*** That Major Munro had traced the government of those 
countries, from t^ wise and liberal policy of the ancient Oentoo 
institutions, down to the tyrannical exactions of Hyder and 
Tippoo. That in the former, the Collector had disco^’ered, from 
the existence of authentic records, the foundations of that simple 
form of government which it was then intended to reintrodnee, 
(vis. the proprietory right of lend under fixed assessments,) and, 
in the latter, had exhibited those destructive changes which had 
undermined the wealth and population of once floarishing dis¬ 
tricts. That tlte revenue settled by Mtgor Munro, for the year 
1909, amounted to Sr. Pegs. 5,99770> being an increase of about 
06 per cent, on the schedules produced by Tippoo Sultan in 
1702.

Tnxsi countries, valued at a gross annual Jumma of cauterroi 
pagodas 19,18,758, or star pagodas, 16,51,465,* and, by a census 
mode wi thin these last two years, computed to contain 1,917,376 
inhabitants, were, in the month of October 1800, confided to the 
executive nuDAgement of Ineutenant-Colonel (then Major) Tho¬ 
mas Munro, who, widi the aid of four subordinate collectors, 
acquitted himself of the trust with eminent ability and suc- 
ceat, from the date above-mentioned until die month of October 

1807. 

The judicious policy, we remarked, could not be too highly 
applauded, by wUch Lieutenant-Colonel Munro, fixing in the 
first instance on a moderate scale of jumma, and increasing it

I subjoin a letter addressed to Colonel Munro just before he 
quitted India, by Lord WiUiam Bentinck. It speaks for itself. 

Fort St. Qeorgu, Julf 30,1007. 

MY Dsa* sin, 

I AX concerned to say that I have no good excuse to oflfn* for 
having so long delayed the acknowledgment of both your letters. 
In tnitli, the arrival of the Oovemor-Genesal, and his protracted 
stay, has deranged the ordinary course of business, and has been 
the cause of a great mass of private and public papers being put 
off for future conaideratioo. I trtiat I ne^ not take any pains to 
Convince you of the aiuoere concern which I have felt at your 
intended departure. I say to you now, whnt I shall recommend 
may be stated in the most public manner, that the thanks of this 
Oovemment arc, in an especial manner, due to yon for the dis* 
tinguished and important services which you have been perform¬ 
ing for the East India Company for so many years. These have 
been no ordinary revenue dutiee; on tlte contrary, the most 
difficult work that can be aasigned to man has been most success¬ 
fully accomplished by you. You hsve restored the extensive 
prorincas committed to your charge, long infested by every 
species of disorder and calamity, private and public, to a state of 
prosperity, and have made them a most valuable acquisition to 
your country. It is a consolation to know that the most impor¬ 
tant part of tlie revenue arrangement, tlie survey, wbicli co«ild 
scarcely have been executed under any other supcrintcrKicncc, 
has been completed before your dejiarture. This will make the 
road, in respect to the revenues, easy for your successors. But 1 
fear that, in provinces not long since so very much disturbed, a 
continuance of the samo good policy will be indispensable. It is 
to your advice tliat I must refer for determining by what arrange¬ 
ment tluxe districts shall be hereafter managed,—whether by a 
)uriucipal and subordinate collectors, or by two or three separate

The mixture of connuerclal and pnlttlcid prin- 
dplea in which St Ja founded, however contrary to ah apEcnilntivo 
Rotionx of goverumentj have not bcEn found unfkvovrahle to St* 
prnctical op^tlona. The oonnnicroLqE apiirt which pervadcH its 
constitution, by inbvdudng habits of rcgidurity, pei'Scvcrunce, 
nud method Loto every tlcpAthrocti^ dvil and military, has euuhlcd 
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it during numy l<mg and arduous contests, sonietimes for exisu 
cnee, sometimes for dominion, to support reverses and overcome 
difficulties, which, under any other form of government, would 
perlmps have been imponible. But it must be confessed that 
this commercial spirit has alio frequently interposed delay where 
vigoiir and decision were necessary, and embarraased the execu- 
tion of the most impoortant enterprises. But the system, on the 
whole, with whatever defects may adhere to it, calls rather for 
amenchnent than ftindamental change. 

The India Board, os it is now oonadtutsd, does not appear to 
require any material alteration. It would be desirable that the 
President should hold his office for a fixed period, and aa mneh 
longer as miglit be thought expedient, and not be renewable on 
every change of ministry; but this would, I fear, be incompatible 
with the nature of our government. The powers which he pos> 
sesaea of sending orders to the governments of India for the for> 
madon of alliances, and fur making peace or declaring war, and 
of altering all dispatches from the Court of Directon, when not 
purely commercial, invest him with authority amply sufficient 
for die due control of the important afiairs confided to his manage¬ 
ment. It might be proper to authorise him to originate dispatches 
on any matter whatever, when the Coart of Directors etUier de¬ 
clined doing so, or delayed it beyond a specific dme. The exer¬ 
cise of tliis authority would occasionally be required, particularly 
in restraining die local governments from enaedng fundamental 
laws, where the subject merely demanded temporary regulation. 
No r^uiadon ought to be adoptmi os a part of the consdtutiona] 
law of India, undl it^hos received the sanction of the India 
Board. > 

Ceylon, and die conquered European setdements to die easU 
ward of the Gq>o of Good Hq[>c, with the excepdon perhape of 
the islanda of Mauritins and Bourbon, are so I’ndmatcly connected 
with India, that diey ought to bo placed under the Governor- 
General and the Board of Couminsiouera. 
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proplieti. The change, if ever it is effected, will be extremely 
slow, and will not even begin until, by the iniprovement of the 
country. Indie shall abound in a middling class of wealthy men, 
secure in the poaMsslon of their property, and having leisure to 
study our beet authors translated into the various languages of 
the country. 


It is a mistaken notion, that the growers of cotton make, in 
their own family, their light clodiing: they get it from the weaver 
and merchant, and they have a desire for tlie produce and mnnu- 
Ihctanu of Europe, provided they arc suitable to the purposes 
for which they intend them, are equally good and cheaper, and 
they can afford to pay for them. 


Upon the claims in the India Bill of 1813, which provides 
duU, after establishing a guarantee fund of twelve millions ster¬ 
ling, tlie excess of territorial revenue paid into the Exchequer is 
to go in die proportion 4>f iive-sixths to the public, and one.aixth 
to the Company, he remarks^ " This is converting India into a 
rack-rent estate for England." 


Every great state must have the means of raising extraordinary 
taxes in time of war. If it haa not, it can only meet its expenses 
by reductions in peace; a resource which must soon fidl, as it 
cannot, without danger, be carried beyond a certain limit. 

This principle ought to be kept in view in all revenue measures, 
and ought to be fully explained to the inhabitants. 

Military allowances, both to European and Native ofEcen, 
ought to be regulated on the principle of holding out increasing 
advantages at every progreasive step, and die means of realising 
a comiietoncy after a certain period of service; but under no 
government will the public resources be adequate to this object, 
if die allowances to tlie inferior ranks of the army ore too high. 

A subaltern upon half-Uatts may live not only without distreas, 
but oomfurtably, in any part of India. It is not necessary that 
he should do more. It is even bettor that ho should feci difli- 
culty ocoationolly; but it is a bod training for on officer, to place 
him in a situation where he sJiall always be at his case, and 
scarcely ever feel the necessity of practising economy.

very existence of our dominion in India. The authority he once 
poaeeased has, with the view of checking abuses, been so much 
divided, that there is too little left any where to command respect. 
Part of his former power should be restored to him; and he 
should receive such allowances os will enable him to make an 
appearance suitable to his rank, in the eyes of the Natives and of 
the European officers. 

Whatever plans may be adopted for accelerating promotion 
among the European officers, it ought to be accompanied by one 
for improving the condition of the Native officers; and no room 
should be left for them to feel that, In every arraugement for the 
improvement of the army, their interests are neglected. 


1814>1S. Tlie people will often object to paying a tax expressly 
for the police of their own town, while tliey will make none to 
paying a much greater increase on houses, lands, or any esta¬ 
blished tax, though not intended for their protection. Govern¬ 
ment should adopt die tax most agreeable to the people, not that 
which appears most reoaonable to us. 


No modification con moke the Mohammedan criminal law good 
for any thing: it ought to be abolished, and our own substituteil. 
For whom is this law preserved P There is not one Mohamme¬ 
dan to twenty Hindooe; nor was the law ever administered worse 
than among that small portion. 

The absolute power of dismissal at discretion is the otdy foun¬ 
dation of on efficient police: without it there can be no energy or 
seal, and all regulations will be useless. 


In 1813, a Judge, or the judges, of a provincial court having, 
in a Report, said that the Mohammedan law, with all its modi¬ 
fications, was not suitable to the aute of India, and tluit trial by 
jury might be introduced easily and with great benefit. Sir Tho¬ 
mas, then Colonel Munro, remarks, at the date of this fVagment 
—" Tliere can be no doubt that a Native jury would find the 
facts much better than any European judge."

11. On the arriral of the reoerre before N'epsuni, App&h 
Dessye surrendered without delay the whole of the districts of 
Chickori and klanowlee, excepting twenty-four villages, which 
haviug appropriated to the support of his household troops and 
principal servants, he gave up with great reluctance, aAer an 
interval of six weeks spent in evasion. He has now nothing 
to give up, but something to receive. He it not entitled, &om 
his conduct, to any compensadoa for the territory transferred 
to the Kolapore Rajah; but he is entitled, from tlie assurances 
given to him, to retain all the remaining part of his jsgheer 
which he held at the breaking out of the war; to recover the 
part of his jsgheer resumed by Raj Row, unless when a promise, 
08 in the case of Furruaghur, has been made to the inhabitants, 
that they will not again be placed under his autliority; and to 
obtain from the Oovemment of Hyderabad an equivalent for his 
rights in the Nisam's territories. I have told his vakeels that he 
must nut expect to recover any of these lost rights, unless he pre¬ 
viously execute all that has been required of him. He has, from 
the very beginning of his career, pursued a system of throwing 
into prison all the rich inhabiunts, not only of his own districts, 
but of every district wherever he obtained a temporary authority, 
with the view of extorting money flrom them, and of seising and 
keeping in confinement the women most remarkable for their 
beauty. Many of these unfortunate people had been in prison 
ten or twelve years, and many had died from cruel treatment 
every year. While 1 was in the neighbourhood of Nepauni, I 
heard of only a few prisoners, whom I ordered to be released- 
It was not until after I had marched fVom the place, that I 
learned that about three hundred still remained in confinement. 

I wrote to Appoh Dessye to release them. He has set many at 
liberty, bat mony^ are still detained; and until the whole are set 
at liberty, I have directed some of hia jogheer villages on the 
south bonk of tlie Kisiua, which were occupied during the war, 
not to be restored. 

13. The peabcuih, or rather tire rent of the Dessye of Kittoor, 
never was regularly paid, and seldom without force. It is now 
converted into a Axed peshcnsli, and the semindary erected into 
a sumnuutanuD. Tire peshcnsli is fixed at its former amount of

The 
most flourishing period of the revenue during the last fifty years 
was when the country was under the hlyaore dominion. Tlie 
sum entered in the partition treaty schedules of 1703 is supposed 
to Imvc been almost one-fourth more than the real amount. The 
revenue may undoubtedly be again brought to that standard; 
but it will be necessary to proceed witli great caution, and to 
keep the assessment very moderate for some years. 

34 The soil is in general extremely fertile; but as the cul¬ 
tivators are few and poor, the country cannot possibly be im¬ 
proved, unless their rents are low. lite settlements sliould be 
annuoL Every rayet should be at liberty to cultivate as much 
or os little as he pleases, and ahuuld pay only for what he culti¬ 
vates. Tlte rents of tlte rayeta should be collected by the heads 
of villageB, and be paid by them to the tisliildars of the collectors. 
An agricultural survey of the country should be mode, in order 
to ascertain die better its resources, ai>d to establish a fixed and 
moderate assessment. But as such a siu-vey, if precipitately un¬ 
dertaken, would cause an alarm that an increase of rent was 
intended, and thereby diminish cultivation, it would be proper 
not to begin it for three or four years, when the inhabitanU will 
have acquired more confidence in our forbearance. 

25. The coining of money, and tlie levying of customs on gnnds 
passing through the country, by the jagheerdors, ore prejudicial 
to trade, and ought to be abolished whenever the jagbeerdars con 
be prevailed upon to accept a fair compensation for tlie sacrifice 
of these rights. 

20. The dessyes, potails, and cum urns have, in getrend, con¬ 
siderable enaums. It is better that it should be so, os it esta¬ 
blishes a respectable class of landholders and gradations in 
society between the cultivators and Government; and, aa by 
giving to tlie heads of villages more influence, it renders them 
more useful as instrumeuts of internal administration. Some con¬ 
fusion has arisen flrom revenue officers of one class having, by 
purchase or violence, obtained the offices and enaums of those of 
another. Tbe dessyc or despundi of a snuill district is sometimes 
both potail and curnum of several villages. His right cannot

31. With the exception of the small tract south of the Wurdab, 
the other dlstncts fell into my hands during the progress of the 
war. Tlie enemy in all hod collected more or less of die revenue 
of the year, and in some which were last occupied, the whole, so 
that in such districts a considerable expense was incurred for an 
establishment of revenue officers and irregular troops, without 
any returns. The tiahildors and their irregulars were sometimes 
driven out of a district, after having obtained possession of it, 
and every district was too much disturbed to admit of any jam- 
mabundi, or regular settlement of the revenue, being made. The 
collections, or rather contributions, were carrying on both by the 
enemy and ua at tlie some time, and in the same districts. I 
looked to tlie collections merely as the moons of facilitadug our 
military operations, by lesaening the resources of the enemy, and 
increasing our own, Whatover was got in the struggle was so 
much gained from the enemy, and might be regarded rather os 
captured property than as revenne. Under all these disadvaiv- 
tagos, enough was realised to defray the charges of all the dvil 
establishments of a body of three hundred horse, and of a body 
of peons amounting at one time to nearly ten thoasand, and to 
leave a balance in the treasury on tlie 8th instant, of star pa¬ 
godas 53, 65, 33, 444; so that the campaign in the Carnatic 
may be said to have been carried on witliout any expense to 
Oovemment. 

33. Tlie' preparation of the Snglish revenue accounts hat been 
Iiitherto delayed by the' death of the English writer brought from 
hlodros; but they ore now nearly finished, and will be forwarded 
to you in a few days by Mr. Chaplin. I have, &c. 
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attempt them witho«it, is only to create coniUsion and useless 
expense. 

A pubUc man should have no motive but the good of his 
Government and his own reputationj which are iusepiarably 
connected. 


What India wonts moat is a free export of her prodnee to 
England^ as is permitted from England to India. Admission to 
all oar silks and coloured goods, Ac. on moderate duties. 


If you want discipline, yon must support the respectability of 
commandsnU of corps; this, more than any thing, is wanting. 


AH armies, but more particularly mercenary armies, such as 
we luive in India, require something like service to keep up their 
attention when, for any lengtli of time, we have no war. The 
beat tiling la distant marches to and from a foreign territory. 


A Governor aliould always be a man who will mainUin the 
system prescribed by the Court of Directors.

In recommending new systema, people are too apt to think tluit 
mankind are mere pieces of machinery, on which it ia perfectly 
harmless to make experiments every day. 


When we are actually at war, it is not Ute business of a sub¬ 
ordinate government to ask questions about tlie origin or justice 
of it; but to use every exertion to enable the superior govern¬ 
ment to get out of the war as well as possible. 


Of our troops, one to five, or even ten, of the enemy is enough. 

Oorenunent loses all its dignity when a bankrupt is employed 
to rule over his creditors. 


Nothing is more unphilosophical, and, what is of more con¬ 
sequence, more imprudent, tlian to show a slight to any person 
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We are not however to condude, from the conduct of the 
•epoys, that they were less inclined to the canes of the rioters 
than the police. Sepoys are often led, by tl>e habit of military 
diaciplins, to act in opposition to their prejudices; but nothing 
can be more dangerous than to expose their fidelity to such a 
trial, and it ought never to be done unless in coses of the utmost 
necessity. 

It would be desirable that the costoms of the castes connected 
with their public ceremonies should be the same every where, 
and diet differences respecting them should be settled by ded- 
sions of the courts; but as this is impossible while their pre¬ 
judices remain, we ought, in the mean time, to follow the course 
most likely to prevent disorder and outrage. 

The conflicts of the castes ore usually most acrious and most 
frequent when one party or the other expects the support of Uie 
officers of Government. They are usually occosianed by support¬ 
ing some innovation respecting ceremonies, but rarely by pre¬ 
venting it. The magistrate oaglit therefore to give no aid what¬ 
ever to any persons desirous of celebrating roarriaget, or other 
festivals or public ceremonies, in any way not usual in the place, 
but rather to diacountenonce innovation. He ou|d^t, in all dis¬ 
putes between the castes, to take no port beyond what may be 
necessary in order to preserve the peace ; and be ought to punish 
tlie rioters on botli sides, in coses of affray, for breach of the 
peace; and, on the whole, to conduct himself in such a manner 
os to make it evident to the people that he favours the preten¬ 
sions of neither aide, but looks only to the maintenance of the 
peace. 

I recommend that instrucdoiM in conformity to these suggea- 
dons be sent to the magistrates for their guidance.

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written in the September preceding hie death; but he left, the 
bulk of hie fortune to his eldest eon, Kalluoi Oolla Khsn, whom 
be coQStituted guardian to his younger children. He sold nothing 
of tlie jogheer in ^is will, because he was too well seqaainted 
with the uuge of India to believe that he had any permanent 
proprietary right in it; because he was aware that these grants 
were revocable. Although, therefore, he knew that he could not 
daiui the jagheer as a right, he wrote a letter to Oovernuient, 
stating that be had held it by the favour of tlte Nabobs Walajah 
and Amdut, and trusting that it would be continued by the favour 
of the Company. Lord Clive answered bis letter, and assored 
him that attention would be paid to his high character; and in 
his minute of the 2Hth of Hay 1803, rccommeiided tlwt, in con* 
formity with the resolntions of Government in 17W1» oft ooun- 
try jagheeri then current shoiUd be restored; and as the jngheer 
of Asim Khan was one of them, it was restored to his eldest son, 
Kullum Oolla Khan ;* but the grsnt wmi not for ever j and the 
revenues arising from salt, saltpetre, and the customs, were 
expressly excepted; and as it was submitted to the Court of 
Directors, and sanctioned by them. It might have been expected 
that it would not be shaken by any authority in tills country. 
This expectation, however, has been disappointed by the proceetl* 
ings in tlie Supreme Court. The brothers of Kullum Oolla 
Khan, instigated by certain Europeans, endeavoured to set aside 
their fatlier’s will, on the ground of insanity; but the will was 
established in Court, in 1818. They succeeded afterwards in 
establishing their claim to the persons! property, according to 
the shares prescribed by the Mohammedan law; but the Court 
twice gove a decision against their claim to a share of the jagheer. 
They soon after filed a new bill, in which the Company were 
made defendants, as well as Kullum Oolla Khan, and m which 
they prayed that he might be compelled to occsount for the reve- 
imee of the jagheer. and the Company to issue a new grant to all 
the broUiers and sisters jointly. Tlie Company told their law 
officer that they had no interest in the suit, and that it ought to 
be prosecuted Iwtween the parties interested. But the objection 
was overruled by the Court, on the ground that the Company 
had an interest in the matter; and the cause was tried; but be¬ 
fore judgment was passed, the AdvocaU-General, conceiving that 
the case was not well understood, proposed tliat fresh evidence 
ahould be taken on two i>oinU: first, as to the nature of the inte¬ 
rest oonveye*! by jagheer grants; and, second, as to the usage of 
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giiutlly amenable, and haviitg anbmiued to tbe juriadictioti, the 
Court hod a right, by ita prooaai, to act upon the property any 
where within the Company’i territanea—and the eecond, " bis 
cause the Government having ataigned to the defendant the 
jagheer, it could no longer be regarded aa public revenue, but wai 
subject, to the same proceee as any other property of the defend¬ 
ant;'' and an order was nude for the receiver. But on the 
Advocate-Genera) urging the inconvenience which would reault 
from an order so unprecedented, and indmating that there would 
be an appeal from die decree; it was agreeil by the parties, on 
the recommendation of the Court, that, in place of tbe aforesaid 
receiver, the collector of the district sliould be substituted, and 
should, under the orders of Government, collect the profits of 
the jagheer lauds, pey them into “ tbe public treasury, widi the 
printy of the AccounUnt-Gcncral of this Court, to the credit of 
this cause, and subject to the farther order of this Court.** This 
course was acceded to by Government, for no other reeaon 
lint that of its being die only one by which discussion with the 
Supreme Court could be obviated; and the Advocate-General 
was directed to take immediate meaaurei for appealing the suit to 
England. Though Oorernment has theretbre already done all 
that it can do, I ought not, I think, to let so extraordinary a 
decision pass, without stating, individually, my own sentiments 
upon it. 

The case, on the side of the Company, has been so ably argued 
by the AdvocatewOeueral, and the long and able minute of Mr. 
lliackeray haa so fully explained the grounds cm which the right 
of the Company rests in this case, that no rootu is left for me to 
add any thing material to what has been already adduced; and 1 
must tberefore content myself with noticing tlte main arguments 
on which the Chief Justice founded his decision, and with stating 
those ancient usages of the country of which long experience has 
given me some knowledge, and by which I am led to regard bis 
opiuion at erroneous. 

*1110 Supreme Court are, by their charter, expreasly prohibited 
irorm taking ci^nixance of any malters relating to the public re¬ 
venue ; but, in the present instance, they get over this di£Rcalty 
by saying, tbst the revenue of tbe jagheer having been aatigned 
to Asim Khan, was no longer revenue, but private property, aub- 
ject to the same laws which regulate private inheritance. If thia 
doctrine were admitted, it would lead to the must daitgeruus con¬ 
sequences ; for it would enable tbe Court to entertain suits 
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agninit the Company in all caaex of ja^heer^ enaum, or utber 
grant* of public rereniie, whererer adtuatml, on the plea that, 
having been granted, it i« no longer public revenue. Aa all the 
Native religion* catabliahment*, and municipal aervanti tlirough- 
out the country, ore maintained by grants of land, the Supreme 
Court might gradually extend their jurisdiction over them, do> 
stroy tlieir respect for.the authority of Oovernnient, and tlirow 
the affair* of the country iuto Confuaion. Were the Court once to 
begin to receive suits rejecting lands assigned for tlie mainte¬ 
nance of public servants, it would be impossible for Oovcrnjnent 
to realise the revenue, or to nuiintain good order in the country. 
It may be said, tliat the Court is not likely to interfere in such 
matters, but of this we can have no assurance at present; for, but 
a few years ago, its interference in llto jagheer of Kullum Oolla 
Khan, above a hundred miles from the limits of its jurisdiction, 
was regarded os at least ecpially improbable. Tliere will never be 
wanting men whose interest it will bo to bring into Court, at all 
hazards, the jagheera and enaums allotted to the civil and religi¬ 
ous establidiinents of tlte country; and at Uie Court will judge 
for itself in determining wlicther tlrese lands do or do not come 
under the description of what is meant as revenue by tlie charter, 
I own that I tec no hope, after what has passed, of their beingf 
regarded as any thing else than mere private property. The 
only effectual way in which the Oovemmeat would be secured 
fVom the mischievous effects of the Court’s extending tlieir inter¬ 
ference to public revenue, assigned, in the form of serrieee and 
charity, for tlie maintenance of various establishments, would be 
by restraining the Court from taking cognisance of any suit, 
respecting any land whatever, situated beyond the limits of its 
jurisdiction. 

It is roanifbst, flrom the obeervations made by the Chief Justice 
iti the course of the trial, that tlie notions of tlie Court regarding 
public and private lands In liidui, are very vogue, and that it 
must therefore be cuntiuuaHy liable to exceed the bounds jire- 
icribod to its authority in tlic charter, by mistaking public 
revenue for private landed piro]ierty. The Chief Justice says, 
** That it does not appear tliat it was not port of the private pns- 
scesions of the Crownhe thinks that the grant to Kullum 
Oolla Khan i* not revenue, because Lord Clive "excepts the 
sayer, salt, and saltpetre, which arc revenue.'* He sup|>use* tliat 
a private property in die land is gi'auted, fi'oni the expressions 
used by the Chief Secretary, " deliver over these bintband in 
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WalajAh'* grant, " put him in poBsesilon of Un: pergannah.'’ It 
ia well knowm that the usual meaning of these terms is nothing 
more than that the dcsbmooks, deshspeDdiei, and otlier pablic 
officers, shall make over the management of the village, or per- 
gunnah, to the jaghoerdar, and pay him the public revenue. 
The aunnud saya nothing of private revenue; it states clearly, 
that what is granted is public revenue, estimated according to 
the kamil jumma, or perfect, or standard assessment, at sixty* 
four thousand six hundred and three chuclirums and eleven 
annas. Grants of loud usually contain a clause saving all private 
rights; and when it ia not inserted, it ii always understood that 
no private, but only public rights are transferred by the graut. 
It teems strauge that the Cltief Justice, after reading the tun- 
nud, ahould have bad any doubt as to vrhat was granted being 
revetiue. 

He seems to have been uncertain throughout, and sometimes 
to have thought that it was public revenue, and lomeiiines that 
it was not; and to have given his decision, in a cause of the high¬ 
est iiuportanoe, both from the magnitude of the property and die 
polidcol consequences which it involved, without having any 
very distinct idea of the nature of the property on which he was 
deciding. But it is not surprising that an English judge should 
have believed t|uit grants of land by the sovereign must be grants 
of crown-lands. It is easy however to show that they are not so 
in India; and it would luivc been better perlwpa if die Advocate- 
General had more fhlly explained in wluit the difTerence oonsista. 
It might have been shown in a very few words ; and by defining 
the nature of the thing granted, the question of right will be more 
easily understood. If we suppose the gross produce of the lands 
of any vitlsge of a peigunnah to be one hundred— 

That of this amount the expense of cultivation is . . 40 

The landlord's rent or share ..SO 

The Government revenue or share ..... 40 

100 

If this village, or pergunnsh. be grantctl as a jogheer, it is the 
forty only, oomposing the Government revenue or share, which 
is granted. The twenty, forming the landlord's rent, is not 
granted, but remains, os before, in the bands of the owner, os 
also the forty, making the expense of culdvadou, as he must 
defray it. If the jagheer be resumed, the property of die land¬ 
lord is not affected by the change; it is the forty only, composing 
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die GoverameDt r«venue or share, which la affected bj the re¬ 
sumption. It is paid to the Government instead of tlie jagheer- 
dar, in the same manner as it was before Uie grant. The jagheer- 
dor ceoaes to have anj interest in the village or pergunnob. be¬ 
cause he never luid any property in the land, but merely in the 
revenue, which is now resumed. Nothing can be clearer, tltere- 
fore, than that wherever private proprietary right in land exists, 
whatever Is granted by Government must be public revenue only; 
and that as the granu to Kullum Oolla are of lauds in tlm Car¬ 
natic, where all lands are the hereditary private property of the 
inhabitants, the tiling granted da public revenue only in the share 
which the proprietors paid to Government; and that there is not 
the smallest IbundatloQ for the supposition of the Chief Justice, 
that a proprietary right in the land itself, or any private pro¬ 
perty of the sovereign, was conveyed by the grant. 

' In stating the landlord’s share at SO per cent, of the gross pi-o- 
duce, I have dotie so merely for the sake of illustradoti. It is in 
some provinces higher, and in others mnch lower, and in some so 
low sa not to be distinguishable fVom the charges of cultivation. 

The jaglteer sunnud conveys the rights of Government, what¬ 
ever they ore, and no more. These riglita vary in different parts 
of the country. Wherever the lands are held, as In the Carnatic, 
by rayets having an hereditary proprietary right in the whole 
lands of the village, they are limited to the public revenue, or 
Government shore of the produce, and do not give a foot of land. 
In some provinces of India, where the lands are held by rayets 
liaring an hereditary right to the lands in cultivation, but not to 
the waste, the jagheer sunnud gives the government revenue, or 
aliare of the produce only, in the cultivated lantU; but in the 
waste it gives the proprietary right in the land, wlwtever it may 
be, by the custom of tlie country. Wheti tucli a jagheer is re¬ 
sumed, no private rent is affected by tlie resumption. The ancient 
hereditary rayets pay the public revenue of their lands to Govern¬ 
ment, in place of the jagheerdar, and the jagheerdar himaelf pays 
the public revenue of the waste-lands which he may have brought 
into cultivation; and if he agree to this condition, he retains 
posaestion of them with the same proprietary right as tlie other 
landowners, or rayets of the district. It is obvious, therefore, 
that though in rare cases of unclaimed, or waste-lands, Govern¬ 
ment may confer a private proprietary right, it never resumes it, 
and that there is no foundation for the opinion, that resumption 
is an unjust violation of private property, since the tiling resumed 
is always public revenue, never the landlord's rent. 
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little ettenlion Lo some of the orticlee of the trcety of 1801 will 
ihovr, th*t the regulating not only of Kulluin Oolla's jaghecr, but 
of all the other jagheera, was a measure of state independent of 
the jurisdiction of every municipal court. 

By the first article, “ The Nabob Asim ul Doulah Behader is 
formally established in the state and rank, with the dignities 
dependent thereon, of his ancestors." 

By tl>e lliird article, the Company " charges itself with the 
maintenance and support of the military force necessary for the 
defence of tlie Carnatic, and for the protection of the rights, 
person, and property of the said Nabob; and tl>e said Nabob 
ftipulntea that be will not enter upon any negotiation or oor* 
respondence with any European or Native power," &c. 

By this, the Nabob does not relinquish his sovereignty: be 
roerriy renews the article of former treatiee, by wliich he erguged 
not to correspond with foreign states witliout the consent of tho 
Company. 

By the fifth article, one^fifth port of tho net revenue of the 
Carnatic is allowed for " the maintenance and support of the 
said Nabob.'' 

•'The fifth part is his daim as sovereign of die whole Camadc. 
It is the revenue which remains, after providing for die dvil and 
mUitarj charges, and Is probably os large a clear revenue as was 
received by any of his ancestors. 

By the sixth srdcle, the one>fifd> is to be calculated after de¬ 
ducting, first, " all cliarges of collection/’ second, "the amount 
of tho jogheer lomls stated in the ninth article of the treaty of 
1787 j >t pagndas S,13,4S1, and the same sum of pagodas (1,21,105, 
appropriable to the liquidation of the debts of Ute late Ulohom- 
med Ally." 

By the ninth article, the Company engages " to take into con¬ 
sideration tile octual situation of tho principal officers of his late 
Highnees's Government" It charges itself witli tlie expense of 
a suitable provision for their mainteiuuice, to be distributed with 
the knowledge of the said Nabob, in such manner as duill be 
judged pre^r. 

By this article, it appears that the Company, in conjunction 
with the Nabob, may regulate the provision for the officers as it 
thinks proper. And by the second separate article it is stipu¬ 
lated, " that it shall not be incumbent on the Honourable Com¬ 
pany to appropriate lands yielding a revenue to the said amount 
of pagodM 2,13,421; but that the said Company shall be lU 
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liberty to exercdM lu diecretion on the mode, and in the extent, 
of the provision to be made.” 

By the tenth article, the rank of the Nabob as a Prince, and as 
an ally of the British Government, ia declared. No change in 
tlie political situation of the Nabob has taken piece lanoe 1801. 
He is still Prince of the Carnatic, and be is a party to the treaty 
by which one.&fth of the net revenue is secured to him. Without 
a breach of the treaty, we cannot, except with his consent, alter 
any of the articles. By one of these articles wc are bound to 
provide for the dependents of the Nabob, and among them, for 
Kullum OoUa Kh^. The Nabob concnired in the proviaUm 
made for him. If we take it away without the Nabob's consent, 
it is a breach of the treaty, which is cognisable by the Govern- 
ment at home, but not by the Bupreme Court here. The question 
ia not one of private right between two brothers, sa maintained 
by the Chief Justice, but one of state policy, whether a public 
grant, confirmed by treaty, shall or shall not be set aside by a 
municipal court. If the Court has jurisdiction in any jagheer 
included In an article of a treaty, it must have it equally witl». 
regard to all the other jsgheers; and if it can alter any pro- 
visions of an article, it may, on the same principle, set aside tlte 
whole treaty. 

I doubt whether the Supreme Court can legally exerdse juris¬ 
diction in the Carnatic, even in cases of private property. Had 
the Nabob retained the civil administration, it certainly could 
not have done so, neither could it have done so under a tem¬ 
porary assumption similar to what has occurred at former periods. 
The present assumption of the country is more permanent; but 
the relative situations of the Company and the Nabob are the 
same as in former cases of assumption. The Nabob is still Prince 
of the Camsdc,—receives in that copadty one-fifth of the net 
revenue, and has a right to object to any measure which, by the 
increase of grunu or otherwise, may tend to a diminution of his 
due*. But if the Company, with the concurrence of the Nabob, 
were to resume a grant of land or motiey, and if the Court were 
to consider the grant as private property, and secure against tlie 
resumption, it is obvious that the revenue of the Nobob would be 
injured thereby. There are many other cases in which tlte 
decrees of the Court might be at variance with the righu of the 
Nabob; and whatever therefore may be thought of the expe¬ 
diency of the Supreme Court's having jurisdiction in the Carnatic, 
in matters of private property, where the claim ia against the

IndU is what the excise and customs are in England,—the main 
source of revcnne, and cannot be permanentlj alienated with 
safetjr to the state. The Kings of Ki^land never could alienate 
the public revenue in perpetuity, nor ouuld any goremment do 
sa No government can debar its Bucoeesors fi-om the use of the 
public revenue. The existing government must always have the 
power of calling it forth, for the preservation and defence of the 
state. In India there is no assembly or public body between the 
prince and the people, to regulstc the rate or the amount of the 
taxation or revenue. The sovereign hinuelf is the only authority 
by which revenue is levied^ and disbursed, and by whidi it is 
grnntecl or resumed. The power to resume as well as to grant 
must be lodged somewlterr; and in India, where there is no 
other authority, it is obvious tliat it must be vested in the Prince. 
But this is denied, because opinions are drawn from European 
mstitutions, and. strained analogies are foond, where none exist, 
between the usages of India and Europe. And hence the Chief 
Justice observes, that *' he cannot see how any argument can be 
derived flrorn the particular situation of the Nabob of the Car¬ 
natic, which shall, on general reasoning, deprive him of the. same 
right to alienate the revenues of the state, as was actually enjoyed 
by the Kings and Queens of England." This is not a correct 
view of the case. The Kings of Englaird could not alieisate the 
great eourccs of public revenue in perpetuity. They could 
alienate Uieir crown-lands, but not tbe public revenue upon tlsem. 
But tbe alienation by the Nabob is that of tlse whole of tlie 
public revenue of extensive districts. The alienation in England 
was merely a transfer of tbe crown-lands to private htdivlduala, 
to be liable to all tbe public taxes. The alienation by the Indian 
Prince was a transfer from the state, of all public taxes on land, 
to iitdividualf as private property. The Chief Justice does not 
appear to have perceivetl the distinction in the nature of English 
and Indian grants ; for, in spesking of the grant to Asim Khan, 
he says, ** It ought to appear that it was properly belonging to 
the public, or, at least, that it was not part of tbe private posses¬ 
sions of the Crown." It has already been shown, that all grants 
of jagbecra in India, are grants of public revenue. They cannot 
indeed be otherwise, because there are no crown-lands. The 
Chief Justice it evidently acting all along under the influence of 
English analogies, and endeavouring to find a resemblance in 
things which have not the remotest connection. He thinks, that 
because tbe sovereigns of Europe, under tbe feudal system, poe- 
So2 
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Miaed exteiuive crown-lands, the aoverei^s of India must, IVom 
thdr b«lng more despotic, have had stiU more extenoive private 
dominiona; but nothing can be more unfounded than auch an 
opinion. Crown-lands, according to the English acceptation of 
die term, are unknown in India. The most powerful monarchs 
had none; neitlier Akltbar nor Anrungaebe had any; and the 
deapotism of the sovereign was itself the very cause of their 
being none, because, by giving him unlimited control over all 
land throughout the empire, it rendereil U\e aid of any private 
domain altogether unnecessary. A small part of the public re¬ 
venue arose fh>m customs; the re^ about nine-tcntlia of the 
whole, from the land revenue or tax. All land was assessed to 
the public revenue ; a part of the land was allotted to religious 
and charitable purposes, and to municipal institutionB, and the 
public revenue of such lands was enjoyed by the incumbents. 
But the public revenue of all other land came to the royal trea¬ 
sury, unless when aaaignmenta of particular villages or districts 
were made to civil and military ofllcm for their personal al- 
lowaitcea, and the pay of their respective establlahmenta; all 
which assignmenta, however varied, ceased at the will of the 
sovereign. As there wae no public body, no class of nobles or 
clergy, which had any right to interfere in the aettlcmcnt of the 
land-tax; as this power was veated in the Sovereign alone, and 
as he could raise or lower the tax as he saw proper; and os dte 
whole produce was at his dispoaal, it is manifest that he could 
derive no advantage, and therefore have no motive for holding, 
os " private possesaions of the Crown,” any lands apart A'om the 
general mass of the slrkar or Oovernment lands of the empire; 
and it is also obvious, that whenever he granted land rent-free, 
he granted the public revenue. 

Tlie Cliief J ustice says, that if we ore to argue from the reason 
of the thing, we may have recourse to the history of our own 
country, whore be shows, that it was declared by the twelve 
Judges, as late os the time of King William, that " it was the 
ancient and undoubted right of tire Crown to alieuate iu heredi¬ 
tary estatesand he hence infers, that the Nabob of the Car¬ 
natic must have the same right. This argument would be very 
just if the estates alienated in England and the Carnatic were of 
the same nature; but as they are totally different, it is not at all 
applicable. The King of England might, without injury to the 
nation, alienate his hereditary estate*. The owners were changed, 
but the estates themselves were still liable, like tite oUter lands of 
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the kingdom, to all the pabUc bardeua of the time; to militarj 
service, aida. Sic, By the traiufer, the Crown became poorer, 
but the nation richer. Bat an Indian grant ia the reverse of all 
this; it gives away the public revenue of the lands, it exempts 
them fVom military servioe, from every kind of tax or public bur¬ 
den, and renders them entirely nselcsa as a reeource to the state. 
In England, the alienation of the crown-lands dooa not lessen the 
resources of Uie state; in India, it annihilates them. In Eng¬ 
land, the effect of auch alienation could only have been partial, os 
the crow n-Ianda bore but u small proportion to the lands of the 
kingdom. In India, it might have extinguished all revenue, as 
the Sovereign, though he baa no cmwn-lauds, has the power of 
granting all lands. 

The Chief Justice observes, that it was not in the contem¬ 
plation of the great men who investigated the subject of tho 
crown-grants, when Queen Anne first succeeded to the throne, 
to remedy tile evil of the resumption. He thinks that their 
moderation furnishes a contrast with the conduct of the Com¬ 
pany's Government. But this Government has never claimed a 
right to make a resumption at all similar to what a resumption 
of the crown-lands in England would be. It does not claim to 
resume any private property conveyed by the grants; it claims 
the public revenue only, and leaves the tent of the landlord with 
the proprietor. 

If all Indian Prinocs could grant altamgfaa ja^eera, and if 
none Could resume them, a great portion of the country might, in 
time, be released IVom affording any aid to the state, cither in 
revenue, or in military service. Some idea may be formed of the 
probable effect of such a system, by looking at what happened in 
a few years under the Nabob Walsjah and his son Amdut ul 
Oinra. Family jtgheers were grant^ to the amount of above 
six lacs of pagodas, and containing a population of above six 
hundred tltousand persons. Of these jagheers, only about one- 
fourtli was altamgha; but the whole might have been so, and the 
state would have been deprived of every kind of aid flrotn more 
than half a million of its subjects. Many of the jagheers, too, 
might liav'e been held, as was actually the case, by persons who, 
though attached to the donor, were Inimical to his successor; 
but, when once granted, they could not, according to the opinion 
of the Court, have been resumed. If, therefore, the increase of 
altamghas during lucceaaive reigns, might, if not checked, have 
materially impaired, if not altogether exhausted, the reeonrees of 
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tlie state. Mid lu die evil could only be remedied by retutnption, 
it seems to foUov, from the reason of the tiling, diet the eove- 
reign must have hiul the riglit to resume m well os to grant. 

The next ground on which the Compuiy's right to resume the 
grant to Asim IChan has been denied by the Court, is that of the 
usage and custom of the country. The usage of the country is 
undoubtediy the rule by which the question ought to be decided; 
and, in a case of this kind, the common practice of the Native 
princes most be admitted to be the usage. Jt can easily be shown 
that princes resumed oltamghos at pleasure. It cannot be shown, 
that when they were disposed to resume, the act of resumption 
ever was or could be prevented. It may be said that diey were 
despota, and acted unjustly. Hod tliey seizetl private property, 
they would have been regarded os unjust by die country; but 
no injustice was attached to the seisure of on altornglio, os the 
people knew that it wss a grunt of public revenue. The princes 
were, it is true, despotic; but they were liberal, and oven pro¬ 
fuse in didr grants, and the granu themselves grew out of their 
very despotism; for it was because they found no diOiculty in 
letumliig, that tlioy mode none in granting. Altomghas were 
not, in fact, more respected than money pensions, which, tliough 
every day liable to resumption, ore frequenUy continued for gene¬ 
rations. The resumption and renewal by the Aradut of the grant 
to Asim Kliaii, the Csvourite minister of his father and himself, 
is a strong proof of the practice of the country, and of the opinion 
of the public. If altamglios were not resumable, it may be uaked 
wliat hsis become of diem. Their very scarcity is a proof of the 
usage to the contrary. Tliere is not one in die Carnatic older 
than Walajoh. Where arc all those of his predecessors, which, 
according to the Chief Justice, ought to have been jirotectcd by 
usage, and by the Mohammedan law f The right of resumption 
never was doubted in the Carnatic until called in question by the 
Supreme Court. Tlie Company's Oovemment could have had 
no doubt of it, when, in 1001, they resumed all jogheers, tbougli 
they oAerwsrds continued most of the old ones, but none of the 
altsmgluis to the Nabob’s family. The usage la shown by Wala- 
.jah himseb; who certainly best knew what it was in his own 
dominions; but his opinion is in direct opposition to diat of the 
Court. In his letter to Government, of the ISth October 1790, 
he says, " I am Prince of the Carnatic, and for these forty years 
I have granted, resumed, and altered jaglicera, from time lo time, 
iu such manner us I have thought propei'.** The right of resuinp- 
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iQpcrior for a new one, ahowa tliat he considered them u liable 
to be resumed at pleasure. He knew that this must either be 
the esse, or that they must be maintained by force. The aBa|[e, 
in this respect, has probably ariaeu from necessity; for, at 
altamghas are chiefly given to tnembers of the reigning family, 
and to the higher officers of state, and as tliey are usually for 
extensive diatricts, it is obvious that, in every case of a new 
dynasty, and in every instance of disputed succession in on old 
one, which is so common in India, tlie new Prince could not be 
secure, unless he had the power of resuming the altamghas of all 
who he supposed were not well affected, and of rewarding his 
adherents by new grants. This has been the usage with regard 
to all large grants ; the small ones of s few hundred rupees arc, 
iVom their insignificance, sometimes neglected, and allowed, like 
charity lands, to pass through several generations. 

There is nothing eitlier in existing records, or in tlie atato of 
the country, to support the opinion that altamghas were not 
retumoble at pleasure. The altamgha was so far different flrom 
a common grant, that it was not for any specific period; and 
that it frequently, but not always, contained the words, '■ from 
generation to generation." It was therefore a grant tliat the 
donor was anxious should be durable ; and hit son might on this 
account continue it, if he had no Cause of being dissatisfied with 
the jagheerdor ; but the next prince could liardly show tite same 
forbearance, os be wo«t1d probably hare new favourites to pro> 
vide for, by the resumption of old grants. If wc examine Mr. 
Falconer's report on the jaghosrs of the Carnatic, we find no old 
altainghss on the list. The whole of tlte altamghas, sixteen in 
number, are by Wallah and hit son. The old grants whicii 
have passed tlirougli several generations, are not altaraglm, as 
might have been expected from tlie principle of their not being 
resumable, but common jagheer grants, neither hereditary, nor 
for life, but temporary. Many of tl^ese Common jogheerdars were 
killedars of strong forts, and, from this circumstance, held their 
Jagheers longer than they would probably have done under tlie 
dynasty by which they were granted; because, in the convuUdons 
attending the decline of the Mogul power, their forts enabled 
them to seenre terms for theroselvos. But even after the new 
Government became strong, and could easily have removed tliem. 
they fVequenUy permitted these to remain, either on account of 
family oillanoea, out of respect for their high birth, or some other 
cause. The greater part of the jagheers of Asim Khan were held

It ia atuted, that " eltmighe Jargheora which are 
gTULted to Hchildren goneralJy, without any apcriilcfltion of namn, 
nre oncLtlnusd to tbe deocoudintB of tho clnccaeed poraaii i but if 
any great faolt has beojj ooimnltted, or tkeiw irr no dowentUnta^ 
tlie jeghoer ia rcauuiod" It i« hImo atoted, tbot tbe anni aouio- 
timOB flhore etiually j ^ but if on« i^ fimnd aud anotljftr unift 
tJte Hoveroign OXCncina n lUacr'Ctliin, and Hiimtitluei tlte jugbeet ifi 
he njay tilLuh proper, in oanidderatsDU of ciie nieritfi of the 
aoufiend it is added, there ue no pej-aona to whom Joghaetfi 
bai^o boon ooutinued, without aouie ohii^e or modiilcfitiotL'.' 
What is here sud correuponda very nearly with the prectLco of 
the Comp«ny, nud the Nabob in the Carnatic, with regard to tire 
jaghaers of KuUom Oodi Kburt uid otberar lA'hen airy greBt 
fault is curnuLLttod, the ji^beer 3a reauuocdr The aoreraign eiteos 
ciaos bis diatrctjgiij lu reuewrnE or continning the jogbeer to all 
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jaghwra at diicretion. Lord Clive wu Uie best Judge of his on-n 
intentions; »nd, if v»e ore to judge of them from his own ticta, lie 
leaves us no ground to join in the doubts of the Chief Justice. 
He certainly did intend to resume the grant, for he resumed the 
customs, salt and saltpetre belonging to the jagheer, and cotitL 
nued die land-rent only ; and the new grant which he ieaued for 
the land-rent was not a renewal of the old altamgha, but a com¬ 
mon jaghocr grant. Kullum OoUa Khan is die heir of Asim 
Khan. It was not in die name of the other tons and heirs, be¬ 
cause Lord Clive knew Uiat Asim Khan was desirous that the 
jagheer should be conferred on Ids eldest tun. His Lordsldp also 
knew that it was only on account of the high character and long 
services of Asim Khan, that the jagheer had been orignudly 
granted; that the respectability of the family could only be 
maintained by giving the undivided joglieer to the eldest son, 
and that the Nabob approved of the measure. Tho original 
grants both of Woli^ab and die Amdut left the division of the 
jagheer to Asim Khan to be made as he choee, and he never ex¬ 
pressed a wish to make any. The sunnud of Lord Clive states 
expressly, that it is on account of " the respectable character ond 
commendable conduct of the said Beliarder (Astra Kliaii), and a 
well-founded expostulation that his son KuUutn Oolla Khan will 
pursue die same laudable line of conduct, that the jagheer is 
renewed." 

I expect that die answers to the queries respecting altamgbas, 
truisroicted to various public officers, will contain different opi- 
iiions ns to their being renewable or not. They will vary accord¬ 
ing as they are founded in the usage of one province or anodier, 
or on the opinions of Nadve lawyen^ or on extensive or limited 
observadon. We are too apt to be carried away by supposed 
analogiesj and to build up systems of uniform practice, where 
none ever existed, or ever wero thought of; and much of the 
argument on the present occasion seems to have arisen from this 
cause. The conflicting opinions may be eaaily accounted for, by 
oonaidering what really took place. The small oltamglias were 
frequently neglected on account of their insignificance, and allow¬ 
ed, like comuion charity or enauin-landa, to oontiiiuc for two or 
three generatiuns, and to be regulated by die laws of private pro¬ 
perty. But the greater oltamghas were, from their nature, objects 
of state jealousy, and were resumed or transferred at the discretion 
of the sovereign, to panisli one person, or to reward another: they 
could not be left as private property, without dangei- to the State. 
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wealthy families of hfsdras have alrcodj been impoverislicd by 
thdr litigations in the Court The attorneys and law dubaahes 
now look to the provinces; and if the doctrine maintained by the 
Court continues to be acted upon, its jurisdiction will in time 
reach to every semindar, jagheerdar, and official landholder under 
this Presidency ; because, Madras being the capital, many of the 
great proprietors and principal inbabitanu will occaaiotmlly vlait 
thia place and reaide in it for a time, and thus become amenable; 
and every person also holding an official or charitable grant, 
which it may be deemed expedient to assess or resume, will be 
able to bring his case before the Court, as a complaint against 
European oppression. 

The powers of the Supreme Court and of tlie Government 
should never be suffiered to come into collision j and both the 
Court and the Oovernment will thus be enabled tbe more effi¬ 
ciently to discharge tlicir respective duties, and to command the 
respect of the nadvee. But, in order to attain these objects, it 
will be necessary— 

1st, To exclude from the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court oil 
civil tuHa between native and native, except where both parties 
agree to submit to their decision. 

2nd, To alter tho present boundaries of the local jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court, so as to include the fort and town of Madras- 
patnam, but to exclude Cbepauk and Triplicane. 

3rd, To exclude from the jurisdiction of the Court all lands 
situated beyond the limits of the Court. 

4th, To exclude firom the jurisdiction of the Court all acts done 
by the Oovernment as a Government, and making lucli acts cog¬ 
nisable only by the superior authorities in England. 

Sth. To vest in Oovernment the powers now exercised by the 
justices, of assessing the Inhabitants of Madras for paving, light¬ 
ing, and cleonauig tbe streets, or at least to vest in it the power of 
exempting from the tax all such Bromins, priests, and other pri¬ 
vileged persona os, from the usage of tbe country, ore exempted 
from sneh taxes. 

If suits between native and native are excluded from the juris¬ 
diction of the Supreme Court, it will check litigation, and lessen 
greatly the expense where it actually occurs, ai^ save tbouaanda 
from ruin. The local boundaries of the Supreme Court are frur 
too extensive; they seem to hare been fixed at first witliout much 
consideration; they reach to a distance of five miles from Madras, 
and include several populous villages which ought never to have 
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be«n within tliem. They conuin • popoletion of above five hun¬ 
dred thouvand persons. The line propoeed by Mr. StnUton 
ought to be the new boundary. It runs along the river at the 
Oovenunent-house to Cochrane's canal, and would place about 
two hundred thousand natives under the jurisdiction of the Com- 
pony's Court. It would also etioble ns to accomplish a most Im¬ 
portant object, in withdrawing the Nabob, with all his relations 
and adberenta, from the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. That 
jurisdiction luu, for many years, been a source of constant com¬ 
plaint from his Highness. While it exists, it cannot be otherwise; 
for, whatever may be the forbearance of the judges, and their 
attention to isative prejudices, circumstances must occur almost 
every day, offenaive to the Nabob, aud to every Mussulman of 
rank. The authority of the Nabob over hia family and depen¬ 
dents has been impaired by political events, and still more by 
the interference of tlie oflicera of the Court Daughters of Wa- 
lajah have turned prostitutes, and been releoaed from the cuatody 
of their husbands and the Nabob, by Aefrear corptie. Other women 
of rank have been encouraged, by their example and their hn- 
punity, to follow the same courses. The disgrace of these women 
is felt, not only by their own families, but by every Mujaulman 
here, aa a degradation of their caste. The Mussuloum popu. 
lation of Triplicane, always distressed and dissatiaiied aince the 
asaumption of the Carnatic, has had its discontent increased by 
these tranaactione; and it is therefore desirable that the cause 
of them should be removed, by placing the Nabob without the 
juriadictioii of the Supreme Court. It is also chiefly for the' 
purpoae of removing the causes of disoantent, that I have pro¬ 
pose that Oovernment, rather than the justices, should posseia 
the authority of taxing the inhabitants of Madras, for paving, 
cleansing, and lighting the streets. The m^ority of tlie justices 
is composed of men either not in the Company's service, or who, 
having alwap resided at Madras, know little of the native usagsa. 
Bramins, priests, and other privileged persons, have in oatue- 
quenoe been subjected to this house-tax, from which they are 
every where else exempted by the custom of the country; and 
the Hindoo papulation has been rendered discontented as well as 
the Mohammedan. The disoantent has ahoan itself only in com¬ 
plaint and clamour; but for this we are indebted to the presence 
of a military force. Had the same measures been attempted to 
be carried into execution when there was none, they would have 
liocn resisted by insurrection. Tl\e Advocute-Oeneral has given 
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a sma}l qutt-reiU at fiwt, anti then railing it to a greater, next to 
a half, and ao on to the ftiU rate of aiicsinient. In India, re¬ 
venue alvraja followi the population and the prodaoe, wherever 
they go. Tliii ja the uaoge, and it cannot be relinquiahed with¬ 
out endangering the future reioarcei of the country; becauie, ai 
the Government waate-lands, together with the jagbeer and 
lands, are equal to from ono-fourth to one-half of the whole of 
the landa in cultivation, if diey were permanently exempted from 
the payment of revenue, they would gradually, initead of lying • 
half waste and poorly cultivated, aa at present, become complete¬ 
ly cultivated, by drawing off the cultiratora and etock from U»e 
lands now paying revenue, which would be proportionably di¬ 
minished. If an effect of thia kind has not alro^y been expe¬ 
rienced, in provinoea containing a large proportion of jagbeer and 
enaura, it ia becauac it ia prevented by the uaage of tranifcrring 
the aaaeaamcnt from the deaerted to die newly cultivated lands. 
Whenever it ia found that the revenue of a district has been con- 
siderably diminished by the abandonment of aaseeicd, and the 
occupadon of waste lands belonging to jagheerdsra or enanradors, 
an assessment, proportionate in some degree to llie loss, ia iro- 
poeed on the jsgheer or ensum. It ia this which guards the 
public revenue from loss, by former profuse grants; and if this 
power were relinquialted, we should have no meant of saving it 
from very considerable defalcation. The smaller enauma, though 
they separately contain only a few acrea each, are very extensive 
collectively. They have, for the most port, been grsuted without 
authority, by heads of villages and revenue servants; and when 
they have escaped notice fbr a few yean, and have afrerwards 
been discovered, they hare been allowed to continue, ftxHn cha¬ 
ritable or interested motives, and they have, from variooa cauaea, 
a constant tendency to increase. 

The investigation of enaumi was therefore, among the Native 
Governments, like on inquiry into the state of the nation; and it 
ia advisable that we should occasionally investigate and resume, 
in order to prevent the ahusea and increase to which enauma are 
liable from neglect.

With regard to the fumiehing of college-book* to the olKcer* 
engeged io tlie study of Hindooetunec, fts proposed by hi* £xcel- 
lency, I am of opioiun th*t a reference should be made to the 
College to ascertain tlie namei of the books, the number of copies 
that can be furnished, and the prices, and we can then 
tleteriuine whether tlie books should be lent or issued to the 
officer* on their paying for them. 

The measure recommended by the Commander-in-chief, in hi* 
minute, would undoubtedly greatly promote the important object 
of encouraging the study of the liindoostanee lenguage among 
the junior officer* of the army; but there la an objection to it 
which Government cannot remove; namely, that its expense 
would exceed that of the former system of granting reward* foe 
proficiency, which was abolUlmd by order of the Uonooxable tlie 
Cnnrtof IW rsou.. Directors, first in 1814, and finally In 

to Ooreroracmt, 1818. It is observed, that though two moonahees 
corps may now be necessary, in conse- 
quence of the great number of young oflloers, one 
may hereafter be found sufficient. 

TlUs reduced numlicr would, however, occacion an annual 
expense of 24^80 rupees, which would still exceed the probable 
charge under the former system i it would be nearly equal to 
fourteen donations, which is perhaps a greater number than would 
be given one year with another ; we ought not therefore to revive 
a clutrge which has aheady been discontinued by the Honourable 
Court, without tbeir previous sanction; but the abject in view 
is so eeaentiolly useful to the army, that it may be advisable to 
bring it again to the notice of the Honourable Court. 

It la not necessary to specify all Uie difficulties which a young 
officer on this establishment has to overcome in learning the 
Hindoostanec language; but among them may be mentioned, 
that of his seldom hearing the language spoken, as his Native 
servants speak English, and tlie language of the Carnatic is Ta- 
roul; and in none of the provinces under the Madras Oovem- 
meot is Hindostanee tlie language of the people. 

The chance of obtaining the appointment of interpreter is not 
of itself a sufficient inducement for a young officer to incur the 
expense and the labour of studying a language which be finds he 
can do without; but the inducement might be rendered more 
effectual by carrying into execution the instruction* of the Ho- 
2d 2 
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Court of Dfreo- nourmbl* Couti,—th*t 4 competent knowledge of 
Hindooetenee sbnU be an Snditpensable qualifi. 
cation in every candidate for a stafT-appointment. 

1 would tberefore recommend that the paragraph in queation 
aliould l)e adopted as a rule, and published to the army. 

It is not ncccMaary that the same proficiency should be required 
from every stnfT-officer as from the interpreter; but he should 
have that knowledge of Hindoustanee which may enable him to 
disebaTgo his duty efficiently. 

Some officers have a talent for acquiring languages, who are 
in oil other respects unfit for a staff employment, and cannot 
tlterefure be reckoned in the number of those who ore eligible to 
it. There ore other officers who, though they study Hindoos- 
tanec, with the hope of obtaining a stafT-appointment, would 
study it without any sucli object, and would think the expense 
well compensated by the satisfaction of being able to communi¬ 
cate with the natives, and by tlie superior advantage it gives 
them in the discharge of their public dutie*.' Rut it is notwith¬ 
standing certain, that the number of officers who acquire a mode¬ 
rate knowledge even of Ilindooetonee is very inadequate to the 
demand of tlie service, and that stronger motiyea than now exist 
are requisite, in order to procure a snfRdent supply. Tliere are 
two ways of effecting this: one is by providing moonahees and 
books for the students ; the other is by reviving the donation of 
five hundred pagodas; the donation has tliia advantage, that 
while it is the cheapest of the two, it Isjuid only for proficiency; 
in the other cose, the expense is the seme, whether there be pro¬ 
ficiency or not.

Minute, November 1823. 

I cONOtTK entirely with Hla Excellency the Commander-in-chief 
in the observations in the minute regarding the importance to the 
public service of young officers acquiring a knowledge of the 
Native language, and that the expense which might be incurred 
in promoting this object would be a judicious sacrifice; but, as 
the Honourable the Court of Directors have repeatedly ordered 
the allowance formerly granted to be discontinued, and have said 
that die quarter-mnotership and other staff-offices ouglit to form a 
sufficient incitement to the study of the Hindoostanee language, 

1 do not think that the necessity of the case is so urgent aa to 
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jiutify our acting contrary to their ordera. We have not. In the 
preaetjt Inatance, tl»e same cuuae* u in that of the Judge-Advo¬ 
cate, to expect that the Hoiionrable Court would view with 
indulgence our acting without waiting for ihdr aanction. There 
waa no encouragement wluUever for men to qualify tbenuelvee 
for the office of Judge-Advocate, and thia moat aerioua incon¬ 
venience bad been felt firom intcgolaritiei in tl>e conduct of the 
proceedings of courta-martiaL We cannot say that there is no 
encouragement to the atudy of HindooeUnee, when we know that 
it opens the ruad to almost every atalT-appalntroent Some im¬ 
mediate or certain pecuniary aid would no doubt increaae the 
encouragement, and produce a greater number of students; but 
still we And that, without this aid, it has a very great eiect, and 
of tltii there can be no better proof than the Hat brought forward 
by the Commander-in-chief of fifteen officers examined in the 
current year, since tlie beginning of May. I am persuaded that 
we shall liave as great, or even a greater proportion every suc¬ 
ceeding year, becauae, besides the incitement held out by the new 
office of regimental quartermasteT, there is the additional one of 
knowing that an acquaintance with the Hiudooatanee language 
will now form an essential part of the qualiilcutions for many 
other atafir-employmenta. 

If the Honourable Court authorise any expense on account of 
the students, it might be done either by restoring the former do¬ 
nation, or by granting such a sum as may be equivalent to the 
charges incurred by the officers on account of moonshees and 
books. I cannot recommend the plan of fixed moonshees to 
corps; it would lead to much inconvenience, and probably to 
disputes and references. An officer will not do mudi good with 
a public moonahee, whom he can iuive only at a particular hour: 
if hia wiah is to make rapid progress, he must have a roflonshee 
of his own, whose service he can command at all houra 

The Commander-in-chief is undoubtedly the proper authority, 
by which officers are to he selected for the situaiion of quarter¬ 
masters; but Government does not fulfil the instructions of the 
Honourable Court, if it does not see that these officers have a 
competeiiC knowledge of the language; and the only way in 
whi^ it can satiafiy itself in this respect, is by the report of men 
qualified to judge. The officers at thia Presidency who conducted 
the examinations are perfectly qualified, and we may safely trust 
to their opinion; but this is on accidental dreumitanoe, and their 
successors may not be equsdly qualified ; but Oovemnient should 
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competent to oomnund a oorp* as they ever can be at any future 
period. In the infantry and cavalry, aa well or in the artillery, a 
corps is frequently commanded by a major or a nqxain, and 
without any injury to the tervice; and no reaaonable augments, 
tion that could be mode could aecure to ua tlio actual preaence of 
a lleutenant^olonel with every corps. 

4. Auotlier of the inoonveniendea stated to result from the 
want of oiHcers is, that twenty-one compatues arc commanded by 
eubaltema. We cannot say that there ia a want of officers, merely 
because tlicre is not always a captain to eoch company. The com¬ 
mand of a company is not to important or difficult, that it msy 
not with safety be entrusted to a subaltern of from ten to iifroen 
years' standing. An officer must have served to very little pur¬ 
pose, who Is not in tliat time qualified for a higher command than 
that of a company. 

5. Tim number of officers emplt^Ml aa commlstariea of ord¬ 
nance, is urged iu support of the propriety of an augmentation ; 
but Urn establiahment of officers, when full, is so ample, that it 
may, without impairing the efficiency of the corps, fumUh these 
commissaries. Besides, in cases of emergeimy, these ordnance 
officers arc always available for service with ^e artillery, os they 
may be ordered to deliver over charge of the stores to an assistant- 
commiasory or conductor, and join their ccxrps. 

6. In support of the expediency of the proposed augmentation 
of European officers with the Oolundaua corps, it is observed, 
" that such a corps, being compoeed of natives, is as much, if not 
considerably more dependent upon its European officers than any 
oUter." This is a principle which has never yet been admitted 
with regard to our other Native troops, and to the justness of 
which I cannot assent. I am so far from thinking that the 
efficiency of Native troops ia increased in proportion to the in¬ 
creased number of Euro]>ean officers, that I think that the num¬ 
ber of officers may he too great, and that, when this is the case, 
it injures the discipline of the corps, and lessens the respect of 
the Natives for their European officers. Native troops are quiet, 
orderly, and etisily managed. The Native officers are well ac¬ 
quainted with all their duties, and expert in their execution. They 
conduct almost all the inferior details, and leave but little for the 
European officer to do. They are, however, apt to grow indo¬ 
lent and careless when left to themselves, and European officers 
are therefrire absolutely uecewary to direct them, but not many ; 
one to a company is quite enough for every useful purpose. 
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7- The only increase of £aropean officers winch is reiill/ 
wanted, is to the Oolundaus corps, aitd it should consist of two 
captains, two 6r«t and two second-lieutenants ; this, added to the 
present establishment, would give two European officers to each 
company, snd, allowing for absentees on staff* and other duties, 
would probably alwaya secure the presence of one with each 
company. Were the corps of Oolandaus to remain together in 
a body, 1 should consider the present establishment of European 
officers as quite sufficient- It is only because it is broken into 
detachments that 1 recommend am augmentation. 

8. There teems to be no sufficient cause for increasing the 
European officers of the foot-artillery. The present establish¬ 
ment is, one captain, two first, and two second-lieutenants to each 
company, which, if kept complete, would be an adequate allow¬ 
ance both for ordnance and artillery duties, even if the com- 
missariet of ordnance were exempted from acting as regimental 
officers. But I am satisfie^l that they ought to act botli as 
ordnance and regimental officers. There is no commissary wliero 
there is not a detachment of artillery; and there can be no 
necessity for employing any other officer than him to command 
it. I see nothing serious in the objectiotu stated to this measure. 
I cannot adroit that each of tlie “ two aituations require the full 
and undivided attention of one officer —any commissary has 
ample time for them both. There is no difficulty in hii leaving 
" the charge of his stores, and marching with the artillery, if 
called upon for service. He has an asustant-coinroissary, or 
conductor, competent to the charge, and his making it over to 
him happens frequently. The check required by the Regula- 
tiona to be exercised by the commanding-officer of artillery over 
the commissary is not a material objection, as the issues to the 
detachment of artillery ore very trifling, M»d their expenditure 
may, if neceiaary, be ascertained from his orderly-book,' as the 
issues to all the oUier troops must be verified by their command¬ 
ing-officers respectively, and as the commissary is under the 
check both of the commandant of the station and of the Military 
Board. The union of the ordnance and artillery has grown but 
of the experience of its convenience. It is the system best 
adapted to the nature of the service in this country; and I ora 
convinced that their separation would be attended not only by 
great expense, but with great detriment to the service. 

9. We have, no doubt, too few artillery officers at present;

1. Hia Excellaacy the Gonunander-in^Ief has dlseented from 
inj propoul of relieving tlie European corps at Qiiilon, by a 
battalion of sepoys instead of his Majesty's 41st regiment now in 
Port St. George, on the following grounds:—1st, The danger 
from the disturbed state and actual rebellion in which the coun¬ 
try has been within these few years. 2ndly, The treacherous cha¬ 
racter of the inhabitants rendering it unsafr to place any confi¬ 
dence in the present apparent tranquillity. Srdly, That it was in 
Travancore that the must recent attempt waa made to alienate 
the roinda of our Native troo{>a, and that, by witlidrawing the 
Europeans, they would again be exposed to similar teroptadon. 
4thly, The expediency of having European corps with all huge 
bodies of Native troops, not only in order to check incipient dis¬ 
content, but. in a military j>oint of view, to assimilate diadpline, 
and accustom them to place confidence in each other. 

2. These arguments ore all entitled to the highest respect; and 
were I not satisfied that acme of them have not tlte same force 
which they would have had some years ago, I would not Itare 
recommended the present measure- There has been no rebellion, 
or rather insurrection, in Travancore for above twelve years; and 
it ought certainly to create no anxiety now. Such disturbances 
have occurred in many other districts as well as Travancore, 
without creating any apprehenaion non for their tranquillity. 

They are the consequences which, in almost all countries, 
usually follow, for a time, the establishment of a foreign do¬ 
minion. Malabar was agitated by rebellion, and is now per¬ 
fectly quiet; and tlmugh one regiment of Europeans is stationed 
there, it is not entirely for the purpose of keeping tlie country in 
subjection, but also for that of more general aervice, as it can, in 
cose of emergency, be readily moved either to Mysore, or by sea 
to Bombay and Ganara, which, in the early part of our Goreni- 
ment, though disturbed by insurrections, and occupied by a large 
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check incipient discontent, 1 
have great doubt of tlie policy 
of the mensare, because I think 
that it would show suspicion, 
without being eiCcacious in pre¬ 
venting the ilanger appre¬ 
hended ; for it ia remarkable, 
that in the only instance in 
whidi a conspiracy against the 
lives of the European officers 
was carried into execution, a European regiment was present, 
with only two bottsdions of sepoys; and yet that regiment was 
so finr fintn being able to protect the Enropcan sepoy officers, 
tliat it lost, a great part of its own officers and men, and was saved 
from destruction only by the timely arrival of troops from ArcoC. 
I do not, from this, mean to infer, tliat European troops may not 
be useful on such occasions, but tlkat they do notfurnislt such 
security as can.be entirely depended upon, or ns ought to be pur¬ 
chased by any great sacrifice of convenience or economy. I think 
that the'best way of ensuring the fidelity of our Native troope is 
to show no distrust, but confidence at all dmes ; to treat them 
well; to keep them occupied; to relieve the diflerent stations 
regularly; to bring all the corps at certain fixed periods, back to 
their respective Native districts; and to take core that noi\e of 
them be permitted to remain too long in any place where tltey 
are likely to be tampered vrith by any Native chief. 

6. It appears to me, that in all our cantonments our European 
corps are so situated as to be exposed to great danger, and to be 
incapable of acting efficiently in the event of any general conspi¬ 
racy among the Native troops. The European barracks are so 
near those of the aepo}'s, as to be always liable to surprise. In 
order to be secure, they ought to be at some distance from them: 
this would enable the European corps to guard against surprise, 
and more efiectually to overawe any cooibinatians of Native 
troope. 

7. It will be obvious, from what has been said, that I do not 
cmiaider it to be necessary that an European regiment should 
continue in Travancore. Were it necessary, I should not object 
to the expense which it would involve; but os it ia not, 1 am un¬ 
willing that Government should incur an expense for barracks of 
not less then rupees 13,100,15,4, more especially when we Iwre 
barracks for a complete regiment at Wallajabad, Amec, and Vcl-

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too btgb at proMDt. Tbe coming out of Buropeftn women to thU 
country ahould be restricted as much as possible; for the climate 
and tbe way of iiring are unfavourable to every decent wotnan 
who is the wife of a soldier. 

15. I hare already stated my sentiments on the allowance to 
half-caste women and children. The measure would in time lead 
to so mnch expense, and produce so much distress, and is alto¬ 
gether so extravagant and impolitic, that I ahould consider my¬ 
self as wanting in my duty, if I did not recommend to tlte Ho¬ 
nourable Court not to sanction it in any sliape, or in any degree, 
but to reject it entirely. In speaking of the half.custe popu¬ 
lation, I have chiefly spoken of them as dcponduig on us, not as 
what they would be if left to themselves, but ats what they are 
made by our injudicious interference. If we limit our care of 
them to the support of schools, and leave them in every tiling 
else to their own exertions, they will become a numerous, indus¬ 
trious, and useful race of men; but they must expect, like every 
otlicr great population, to have among tliem every gracUtion of 
oondition, from independence and afifuence to poverty ami Jiard 
labour. They are at preaent, as far aa regarda tbe means of 
living, in better circumstances tlian the people of England. Com¬ 
paring them with on equal number of the people of England, 
there ore among them a smaller proportion subjected to extreme 
poverty, and a greater who live comfortably. This may last 
while their number is small, and employment easily fmrnd; but 
it must gradually cease as they become numerous; and they 
must then, like every other great community, have tlieir full 
proportion of poor. There is no cause why they ahould not by 
their own exertions become a thriving people; tliey are nof at 
preaent so well qualified as the Hindoos for hard labour, but they 
will gradually acquire the habit of labour from necessity; and 
they have the advantage of liaving fewer prejudices, aud a better 
education, and this advantage of edacation will always continue. 
The influence of the superior schools at the Presidency will ex¬ 
tend to those at a distance, and tbe acquisition of knowledge will 
no doubt be encouraged, both by the aid and exomplo of the most 
respectable part of their own community. 

16. It is rather from the desire of concurring, in some degree. 
In tbe aentiments of tlie Commander-in-chief, than from any con¬ 
viction of the expediency of tbe pro|>oaed increase, tliat I now 
agree to adopt some part of it, instead of previously refesring the 
whole subject for tbe orders of the Honourable Court, os sug¬ 
gested in my former minute. 
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U probably Boma error in this number; aiul tbougb the number 
privately Uught in the provinoea does certainly not approach thia 
rate, it ia no doubt co^derable; because the practice of boys 
being taught at botue by their relations or private teachers, is not 
unfrequent in any part of the country. The projmrtion educated 
is very different of different clafises; in tome it is nearly the 
whole; in others it ia hardly one-tenth. 

3. The state of education here exhibited, low as it ia, compared 
with that of our own country, la higher than it was in most 
European countries at no very distant period. It has, no doubt, 
been better in earlier times; but, fur the last centui y, it does not 
appear to bare undergone any other change tlian whnt arose from 
the number of achoola diminishing in one place and increasing in 
anotlier, hi consequence of the shilling of the population from 
War and other causes. The great number of schools lias been 
supposed to Contribute to the keeping education in a low state, 
becanse it does not give a sufEcient number of scholars to secure 
the service of able teachers. Tlie monthly rate paid by each 
scholar is from four to six or eight annus. Teacliera, in general, 
do not earn more than six or seven rupees monthly, which ia not 
an allowance suflident to induce men properly qualified to follow 
the profession. It may also be said, that the general ignorance 
of the teacliera tliemselvea ia one cause why none of tliem draw 
together a large body of tcholars. But the main cansea of the 
low state of education are the little encouragement which it re¬ 
ceives from there being but little demand for it, and the poverty 
of the people. 

4. These difficulties may be gradually surmounted. The 
hindrance which it given to education by the poverty of the peo¬ 
ple may, in a great degree, be removed by the endowment of 
schoolt throoghout tlie country by Oovemment; and the want of 
encouragement will be remedied by good education being ren¬ 
dered more easy and general, and by the preference which will 
naturally be given to well-educated men in all public ofliccs. No 
progress, however, can be made without a body of belter in¬ 
structed teachers than we have at present. But such a body can¬ 
not be had without an income sufficient to afford a comforuble 
livelihood to each individual belonging to it; a moderate allow¬ 
ance should, therefore, be secured to Utem by Oovemment, suffi¬ 
cient to place tliem above want; the rest should bo derived from 
their own industry. If they ore superior both in knowledge and 
diligence to the common village scboolmastcrs, scholars will flock 
to them, ami augment their income. 
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This expense will be incuireil only by degrees, becnase it will 
be long before a saflicient number of qualified teachers can be 
obtained. The charges for the >Iadriu School Hook Society and 
the collectorate scliools are all tlint will prubaLly be wanted bc> 
fore the sanction of the Honourable Court can be received. The 
sum for whidi we ought to request tlteir aimctlon, ouglit not to 
be less than half a kc of nipocs. None of the endowments in 
tlie collector’s Report are applicable to the present object. Tliey 
do not exceed twenty thousand mpocs in all; and only a small 
portion of tliem ai-o public grants, and this small portion belongs 
chiefly to teachers of theology, law, and astronomy, i^liaterer 
expense Government may incur in the education of the people, 
will be. amply repaid by the improvement of the country; for 
the general diiFuslon of knowledge is inseparably followed by 
more orderly habits, by Increasing industry, by a taste for the 
Comforts of life, by exertions to acquire tliem, and by the grow* 
ing prosperity of tile |ieuple. 

8. It will be advisable to appoint a Committee of Public In¬ 
struction, in order Co superintend the establishing of the public 
scliools, to fix on the plans moet proper for tliem, and the books 
to be used in them; to ascertain in what manner the instruction 
of the natives may be best promoted, and to report to Govern¬ 
ment the result of their inquiries on this important subject. 

0. We must not be too sanguine in expecting any sudden 
benefit fVom the labours of the School Book Society. Their dls- 
poeition to promote the instruction of the people, by educating 
teachers, will not extend it to more iudividnals than now attend 
the schools. It can be extended only by moans of on increased 
demand for it, and this must arise chiefly fkom its being found to 
facilitate the acquisition of wealth or rank, and from the im¬ 
provement in the condition of the people rendering a larger por¬ 
tion of them more able to pay for it But tliough they cannot 
cducato those who do not seek, or cannot pay for education, they 
esm, by an improved system, give a better education to those who 
do receive it; and by creating and encouraging a taste for know¬ 
ledge, they will indirectly contribute to extend it. If we resolve 
to educate the people, if we persevere in oar design, and if we do 
not limit the schools to tialiildaries, but increase their number so 
as to allow them for smaller districts, I am confident that success 
will ultimately attend our endeavours. But, at the tame time, I 
entirely concur in the opinion expressed in tlie Fifth Report of 
the Calcutta School-Book Society, when s^ieoking of tlie system,

office; and if the purchoac be of Und sold for arreari of revenue, 
Uie sale should be null It may bo thongltt tltiit there could be 
no harm in allowing biin to purchase land when sold by private 
sole. But it appears to me to be objectionable on two grounds: 
hrst, on that of his becoming a landholder in his own district; 
and secondly, on tliat of its leaving on opening for converting 
into a private, what would otherwise iiave been a public sale. 
In all unsettled districts, but especially ht Tanjore, where Ute 
settioments fluctuate annually according to prices; and in many 
villages, both according to prices and to produce, tltc principal 
revenue servants have many means of causing tho sale of lauds 
and villufes, without appearing to be concerned in it. Tliey 
may overrate the produce and tl>e prices. They may prevent 
remitaion wiiere it it neceasary, by undeivating the lost of crop 
fVoro wont of water or utlier causes; and they may insist on 
punctual |Mynient of the kist wlien the delay of a montli or two 
would hare saved the laud-owner from great toss; and he may, 
in tlds manner, often be obliged to sell his land, in order to avoid 
A distress by attempting to retain it. I believe that it is generally 
understood by the revenue servants, that they are not to )Hirchase 
Und in tlie districts in which tliey serve, and that this dreum- 
stance restrains them; but were this check removed by audi 
purchases being openly authorised by Oovcrnmeiit, they would 
soon be carried to an extent which would be extremely injurious 
both to the landholders and to the public revenue. 

4. The question of revenue officers being proprietors of land in 
their own districts, is, however, of much less consequence than 
that of they and their relations being the purdioacrs of land aold 
by public auction for arrears of revenue. Wherever such a 


practice is suffered to exist, it must tend to fadlitate tho oppres¬ 
sion of tlie land-owners, to spread corruption among the revenue 
servants, and to destroy tile ooiifldence of the people hi tlie prx>- 
tectioii of die Oovernment- The atatemont given by tlio Board 
of Revenue suffidently proves how rapidly such a mUchievous 
practice increases when it meets with any encouragement, as in

Tanjnrc. It appears tliat Und belonging to nine 
hundred and fifteen individuals, bearing on assess¬ 
ment of rupees 1,00,523, lias been sold on account 


of arrears amounting to rupees 3,00,544, and produced at sale, 
rupees 120,384: that these arrears have been accumulating from 
so old a date oa 1801-2, the first year of the Company's undivided 
administration of tlie province: that of this land tliirty-two lots 
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in tlidr own handt. The arrenrs which occuired under sequee- 
tratioii ought to have been borne oxcluriveljr by (Jovenunent. 
Tlie cultivators who received tuckavi, were no doubt answerable 
fur it; but accidents often happen, which render them unable to 
pay it; and when this accrues, it sliould be remitted. A measure 
•o harsh as the seisurc of their whole sltare of tlie produce for 
its liquidation, ought never to bo resorted to. 

Gown*, to Bonid ®- balances of ftislies 1211 and 1212 ore 
of Reveaiie Dch included in tlieir arrears, though they were 
Aiifust 1821 . grdered by Government to bo struck off; and 
no cause is assigned for tlteir having been retained. The Board 
of Revenue rccominended that after remitting 
pagodas 09,467.20,37 on account of fuslies 
Ditto, Slit Au(ust 1218 and 1219 in tlie province of Tnnjore, 
182r., jism. (2. Iguving a balance of star pagodas 10,047,16,15, 
tlie collector should exercise his discretimi in collecting it. The 
balance on this account, however, notwithstaiKling tlie sole of so 
much land, is sdll rupees 19,413, which I think 
**■ ought at once to be remitted. The principle 

stated by the Board of Revetiue, iu recommending a remission of 
star pogoilas 50,108 out of a bnlanco of star pagotlos 86.597,35,51 
on account of the lease from fhsly 1220 to 1224, due from villages 
originally rented, but afterwards assumed and managetl by the 
sirkar servants, namely, ” that the deficiency whicli then oc^ 
curved could not in fact be regarded in the light of a balance so 
much as an unavoidable reduction in the settlement,*' it per¬ 
fectly correct. 

10. Hie Custom of keeping the accumulating balances of a great 
number of years standing, against districts, U produedve of many 
serious evils, and it scarcely ever attended witli any real atlvan- 
tage. We see bow small a portion of them lias been recovered in 
Tunjore after the lapse of so mnny years, and tlie adopdon of 
such rigorous measures; and if we could trace all die effects of 
this recovery, we should probably find that it had been obtained 
portly out of the current year's revenue, atid partly by disabling 
the proprietor from carrying on his cultivudon to the usual 
extent, and that Oovemment had, in fact, gained litde or nothing 
by the recovery. We see that tJiese old balances are good for 
little else than furnishing the means of corrupdhg the revMue 
servants, and of oppressing the inhabitants; and I am therefore 
of opinion that a period ouglit to be limited beyond which no 
balance of land revenue should be demanded. It ought perhaps
